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Another delay 
in Strong Street 
case settlement

A decision in the W. Strong Street zon- 


ing case was continued again yesterday 
so attorneys in the case can prepare ar- 
guments for and against a motion to de- 
lay a ruling. 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Rob- 


ert Downing said he wanted the attor- 
neys to research the motion and cite oth- 
er cases to support their arguments. 
Downing said he would decide whether'to 
delay the ruling after the motion was ar- 
gued at 10 a.m. March 12. 


The motion to delay ruling was entered 


at the last hearing Feb. 9 by Atty. Jack 
Siegel, representing the village. Siegel 
told the court the village was considering 
moning the entire W. Strong Street area 
and asked that the court postpone any 
decision so this new evidence could be 
considered. 


The residents who filed the suit are ob- 


jecting to rezoning of 47 lots in the area 
for multi-family development. They con- 
tend such zoning is spot zoning, and does 
not take into consideration the single- 
family homes now in the area. 


Siegel said if the village ratona the 


entire neighborhood for muJU-ftmily de- 
velopment there would be no justification 
for the spot-zoning charges. 


DURING THE ARGUMENTS on the 


motion Wednesday, Atty. John Burke 
who represents the plaintiffs strongly ob- 
jected to the motion. He said the court 
would be setting a dangerous precedent 
if it allowed the village to change the

facts of a case after it was tried. 


"We're dealing with an ordinance that 


was passed a year ago," he said. "If the 
village is given the chance to go out and 
change the facts in the case, it strongly 
prejudices the plaintiffs' case." 


Burke said if the motion were allowed, 


the Strong Street residents would have to 
reconsult their experts for new testimony 
on the impact of rezoning the entire 
area. "We'd have to retry our whole 
case," he said. 


According to Burke, this situation 


would be unfair to the residents who had 
already spent considerable time and 
money on the case. 


JUDGE DOWNING told the court he 


had completed research on the case and 
was ready to rule. "I have no objection 
to disposing of this case, but I have a 
question if this is in the best interest of 
litigation," he said. 


The judge asked Burke if ruling on the 


case now would not be a piecemeal solu- 
tion, resulting in more court cases in the 
future. 


Burke said he thought the court should 


rule on the one case, and take up other 
suits when they arise. 


Siegel, however, argued that a judg- 


ment without the benefit of the pending 
zoning decision would merely result in 
numerous appeals and other court ac- 
tions. "We feel the disposition of all the 
issues in this case would be best served 
by bringing In the ultimate position of 
the village in this case," he said. 


ATTORNEY JOHN M. Daley, who rep- 


resents developer Victor S^.igel, said his 
client was willing to wait for a court de- 
cision until the village decided on the re- 
zoning. 


"It is his opinion that he would rather 


have this whole thing adjudicated at one 
time, instead of piecemeal as Your Hon- 
or alluded to," he said. 


Daley said his client had already been 


waiting almost a year for the, matter to 
be settled. He added it was Smigel, and 
not the residents, who stood to loose 
most by delaying judgment in the case.

scheduled for 7:30 p.m. March 20.

Candidates in the Dist. 21 school board, 


election appear anxious to begin their 
campaigns for the April 17 contest. All 
four persons who took out nominating pe- 
titions submitted them early yesterday 
morning, the first day of filing. 


Petitions for all school board elections 


are still available and may be turned in 
any time before the March 23 deadline. 


In other local school districts, candi- 


dates were just as eager to submit their 
petitions. Six persons filed in Dist. 96 
while in Dist. 23 three candidates official- 
ly entered the race. 


The four Dist. 21 candidates will be 


competing for three three-year terms on 
the board. 


KENNETH RODECK, whose wife Su- 


san arrived before 8 a.m. to turn in his 
petitions, will appear first on the Dist. 21 
ballot. Rodeck was not endorsed by the 
General Caucus. 


Rodeck lives at 1117 Sarasota Dr. in 


Wheeling with his wife and two children. 
He has been associated with the devel- 
opment firm of Gregg Builders for the 
past 10 years. 


The petitions of Dist. 21 caucus-en- 


dorsed candidates Steve. Greenberg and 
incumbent Edwin Smith were received 
shortly after 8 a.m. 


Greenberg, 3138 Wilshlre Ln., Arlington 


Heights, is an account manager for Com- 
press, Inc. He is married and has three 
children. 


Smith, a former Wheeling village 


trustee, resides at 903 Cambridge Dr. in 
Buffalo Grove. Married with two chil- 
dren, Smith is a math teacher at Maine 
North High School. 


Smith has served on the school board 


since 1967. 


THE ONLY OTHER candidate to sub- 


mit petitions in the Dist. 21 race was 
Frank Sacco, 164 Coral Ln., Wheeling. 


Sacco, who was not endorsed by the 


general caucus for the second year in a 
row, decided to run this year without the 


group's support. 


He has been associated with tht Bel- 


ding Heminway Co. for the past nine 
years. He is married and has two chil- 
dren. 


In Lake County Dist. 96, there are 


three three-year terms open in addition 
to the two-year unexpired term of former 
board member Arthur Edmonds. Ed- 
monds resigned last fall and his position 
was temporarily filled by Dr. James 
Young of Long Grove. 


So far, Young is the only person to file 


for the two-year opening. 


PETITIONS FOR THE three-year 


terms in the Dist.

Witness tells of gambling, spending

Defense attorney Thomas Foran led 


the government';) key witness through a 
recounting of his gambling and spending 
habits yesterday In the third day of the 
bribery trial of Cook County Clerk Ed- 
ward J Barrett 


The witness. Irving H. Meyers, former 


president of the Shoup Voting Machine 
Co. told of losing $10,000 gambling in 
Las Vegas and of having $7.000 worth of 
jewelry and $9,500 In cash stolen from a 
bathroom safe in his apartment. 


Barrett is on trial for allegedly accept- 


ing $180.000 In bribes from Meyers for 
buying Shoup machines for Cook County. 
Yesterday was the second day Foran 
cross-examined Meyers In Federal Dis- 
trict Court Judge Richard Austin's court- 
room 


The government asked Meyer,, several 


redirect questions shortly before Meyers 
was excused and court adjourned at 4:30 
yesterday. 


MEYERS said he paid rent as high as 


$600 per month while he was making 
$50,000 as Shoup president. He told of 
paying for swimming club facilities, res- 
taurant meals, barber services and ga- 
rage space in addition to his rent. He 
said he kept a $700-p«r-month apartment 
in Florida, splitting the rent with four 
other men.

Meyers admitted lying to get out of a 


lease on an apartment, but pointed out 
"I didn't testify under oath on that letter 
... I was trying to get out of the lease." 


He said he and his family took several 


vacations each year to Florida, Las 
Vegas and once to Europe. 


Meyers said when he was in Las Vegas 


he often stayed at Caesar's Palace for 
free because he's a friend of one of the 
owners. 


He denied Foran's charges that he alle- 


gedly carries large amounts of money 
and keeps $5,000 on hand for entertain- 
ing. 


He said he gambled at race tracks 


once a week during racing season, plac- 


ing most of his beta at the $10 window 
but occasionally placing $50 or $100 bets. 


He said he believes the most he ever 


lost in one night in Las Vegas was $5,000 
to $6,000. He said he accumulated his 
$19,000 Las Vegas gambling debt over 
several trips. 


MEYERS also said he lost $206,000 on 


the stock market and paid his loss from 
his Shoup pension. Meyers said he also 
lost $6,000 sponsoring golf pro Bob Shaw 
and lost $4,000 on an Australian land deal 
with another golfer. He told the court he 
made a $5,000 contribution to the Humph- 
rey presidential campaign and a $2,000 
contribution to the Nixon campaign. 


Meyers and Foran fenced throughout 


the morning. At one point, Judge Austin, 
Foran, Meyers and prosecutor Sheldon 
Davidson were shouting at once about 
the significance and availability of Mey- 
er's financial records. 


Foran said the government could not 


release Meyers' financial records be- 
cause Meyers had spent $700,000 and only 
had available legitimate income of 
$150,000. 


Meyers, exasperated with Forans's 


questions, told the defense attorney, 
"I'm trying to be nice to you, btit..." 


Just before the noon recess, Foran 


read figures he said showed that Meyers' 
bank account holdings were as much as 


Hospital may face sex-bias charges 


Alexian Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village may face a federal 
complaint from employes charging dis- 
criminatory employment practices on the 
basis of swt, depending on the results of 
a meeting to be held Sunday. 


Technicians in the radiology depart- 


ment agreed Tuesday night to meet with 
their department supervisor, Gordon 
Rice, after they were denied permission 
to discuss grievances with top level ad- 
ministrators. 


They sent a letter last week to Brother 


Ferdinand Leyva, administrator; Dean 
Grant, vice president; and Robert Ham- 
merstrom, personnel director, asking 
their attendance at Sunday's meeting. 
The three declined, referring the tech- 
nicians to Rice. 


While the technicians agreed to go to 


Rice, sources in their department have 
indicated they may charge the hospital 
with violations of the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Act if their grievances are- 
not satisfied. 


Among points listed in the letter were 


.alleged discrepancies in salaries, promo- 
tions and hiring practices between quali- 
fied men and women working at tne 
same jobs. A source charged men are 
paid higher salaries when first hired and 
are hired or promoted for the super- 


Driver license 
test facilities 
on wheels? 


The office of the Illinois secretary of 


state is studying plans for mobile driver's 
license testing centers, with the North- 
west suburbs considered a priority area 
for such service. 


Sec. of State Michael J. Hewlett an- 


nounced the mobile-unit study In an ap- 
pearance Tuesday in Urbana. Yesterday, 
Hart) McLaughlin. an executive assist- 
ant to How let t. told the Herald the need 
for better driver's license service in the 
Northwest suburbs was a prime consid- 
eration in the plan. 


McLaughlin said that testing of driv- 


ers for new licenses, which requires 
driving tests, probably would not be fea- 
sible from the mobile centers. However, 
they could be used in testing for license 
renewals and instruction permits, which 
require only written tests and eye exam- 
inations 


McLaughlin noted that plans call for 


eventual construction of a $S million mo- 
tor vehicle services center somewhere in 
the Palatine area, but he Indicated that 
Dow appears far in the future. 


"The same studies which indicated the 


need for that facility show that your area 
would be a top priority for mobile ser- 
vice." he told the Herald 


Howlett indicated in his remarks in Ur- 


bana that mobile units would also pro- 
vide service in Downstate areas where 
there i» insufficient population to support 
full-time driver's license bureaus.

visor, said the source. The highest level 
position a woman holds is floor coordina- 
tor, and some of the women have been in 
the department IB years, said the source. 
She said she did not wish to be identified 
because of fear of retribution from the 
hospital. The male technicians are part 
of the group, according to the source.. 


Also listed is a request for clarification 


of the technicians' professional liability. 
The source said the hospital has declined 
to inform the technicians who, if anyone, 
carries malpractice insurance for their 
department, although the hospital carries 
such coverage for other departments. 


The technicians have asked for a re- 


view of their salaries in comparison with 
other hospitals with similar workloads, 
and a statement of the hospital's plans 
for future staffing of the department. 
They also complain of a lack of commu- 
nication between levels in the hospital's 
chain of command. 


A spokesman for the hospital reported 


the referral to Gordon Rice rather than a 
meeting with top level administraotors 
complies with hospital policy, which re- 
quires any complaints be taken to the 
department supervisor, who in turn may 
relay them to his superiors. The matter 
must be handled through hospital chan- 
nels, said the spokesman. 


S O M E TECHNICIANS maintained 


Rice had no power to correct their com- 
plaints and not enough information to an- 
swer their questions. 


"This is all about management higher 


up, mismanagement," said one source, 
who added Rice "is Just part of the sys- 
tem." He is no more or less responsible 
for discrimination than Brother Ferdi- 
nard, said the source, and it is not fair to 
put him in the middle. 


Grant declined to comment on the situ- 


ation Tuesday, except to say only two 
women, and not all 17 technicians, were 
involved. The women "are quite unhappy 
with their conditions, with their salary 
and a lot of other things," said Grant. 
One of them "claims to be representing 
their department," he said, but indicated 
she represents only the two women. 
Grant described the situation as merely 
"an internal management problem." 


The hospital has "discussions with em- 


ploye groups like this throughout the 
year," said Grant, who charged publicity 
on the incident would "hurt the hospi- 
tal." 


"I DON'T THINK it's in the best ser- 


vice of the community, or the hospital, 
or anybody" to make the situation pub- 
lic, Grant said. 


Grant disagreed the situation con- 


stitutes a "labor dispute," saying "up to 
date it has had no implications of a union 
activity." 


The technicians said they have sought 


meetings before and not gotten them. 
Their profession is not unionized, but 
they are considering seeking outside help 
from such possible sources as the Nation- 
al Organization of Women, as well as 
federal equal employment opportunity 
commissions 


$962,000 for a single year, more than 10 
times his taxable income during one of 
the years he said he bribed Barrett. 


MEYERS testified he did not remem- 


ber anyone saying hello to Barrett on 
any of the occasions he met the county 
clerk at O'Hare airport to give him bribe 
money. Meyers recounted in detail his 
various meetings with Davidson and oth- 
er government attorneys. 


He denied Foran's charges that he had 


never been in the Seven Continents Res- 
taurant at O'Hare until December 1972, 
and persisted in his statements that he 
and Barrett had lunch there on two sepa- 
rate occasions. 


He said he had only been able to recall 


the date of one meeting with Barrett by 
Checking with a travel agent about his 
airline reservation, even though he had 
been on his way to Las Vegas for his 
daughter's wedding on St. Valentine's 
Day- 


He said the wedding to which he, his 


wife, his two daughters, his future son-in- 
law and his wife's sister flew together 
was "a small'wedding at Caesar's Pal- 
ace." 


FORAN charged that Meyers called 


the travel agency because Davidson had 
told him "we've got to corroborate some 
of that loose testimony." 


"Mr. Davidson never spoke to me like 


that. Mr. Davidson has never asked me 
to fabricate a story," Meyers responded. 


"You delivered $45,000 cash to Mr. 


Barrett on the way to your daughter's 
wedding and you had to check a travel 
agency record to remember the date?" 
Foran asked. 


"I didn't even know what year it was," 


Meyers answered. 


Meyers said he had gone to Las Vegas 


twenty times between 1967 and 1970. He 
said he went there "a few times" in 1966 
and "maybe twice" in 1971. 


He was unable to recall by which air- 


line he flew any of the times he met Bar- 
rett, the arrival gate numbers or how 
Barrett was dressed, other than that 
"there were occasions I believe Mr. Bar- 
rett had like a brown camel-hair coat 
on." 


MEYERS admitted telling the grand 


jury in Chicago he had made a "clean 
deal" with Cook County for 500 voting 
machines in 1971 because he needed the 
$100,000 commission for legal fees. 


He had admitted, however, that his 


lawyers were not really "knocking the 
hell out of him with legal fees" as he had 
told the grand jury. Meyers said he had 
not known then how much his legal fees 
would be. He said the Shoup Co. still has 
not paid $35,000 of a bill his attorneys 
had submitted to the company. 


He testified he did not use $100 and $50 


bills for his own business very often. 
Those are the denominations he allegedly 
used in giving bribes to Barrett.

At the same time, Board Pres. Ray- 


mond Eriekson of Arlington Heights, an- 
nounced he will not seek reelection to the 
board.

SCHABINGER, 51, is president of the

Schabinger's group protested the pro-

Ask Van tO Supplement bus Service 
Fire, ambulance calls

After two months' operation of thi 


Wheeling 
village bus, Village 
Mgr 


George Passolt has recommended the 
village acquire a 13-passenger van to 
supplement the service 


In a report to the village board Mon- 


day. Passolt said this van could be used 
both as a shuttle bus and a standby bus 
when the larger vehicle needed mainte- 
nance He said, however, the primary 
use of the van woihd be to pick up pas- 
sengers at the various village shopping 
centers and drop them off at the bus stop 
they wanted 


Passolt said response to the bus ser- 


vice showed that people felt the bus was 
doma a good job getting people to the 
shopping centers. "But there seem to be 
some people who feel that it takes too 


long to get home from the shopping cen- 
ter," he said. 


AS A RESULT. Passolt recommended 


that the shuttle-bus stop at each shopping 
center every 30-45 minutes to pick up 
passengers He explained that the van 
would not have any definite route other 
than the scheduled pickups, but would 
drop passengers at any bus stop they 
wished. 


The manager also recommended that 


federal revenue sharing funds be used ei- 
ther to lease or buy the van. He said it 
would cost about $200 a month to lease 
and between $4.500 and $6,500 to buy the 
van. Passolt recommended leasing be- 
cause the village could get the van at an 
earlier date than if it was purchased. 


Board members, however, indicated 


that they preferred to buy the van be- 


rause rented merchandise is not eligible 
for federal assistance. 


Passolt said that whether leased or 


purchased, the van would improve thu 
village bus service. "By improving the 
return trip service from the shopping 
centers, it is my opinion that we will be 
able to increase bus volume," he said. 


AFTER TWO MONTHS' operation, the 


bus has continued to maintain a daily 
passenger average of 41 per day During 
the second month of operation the bus 
had 1,110 passengers and 
collected 


$380 04. For the first month, the bus had 
1,020 passengers and collected $372 52 in 
fares 


"I was quite pleased to see this, since 


during the first month of operation our 
activity was at an increased level due to 
the school Christmas vacation period,"

He explained that the increased num-

"It seems to me that by providing trans- 
portation to the industrial areas, we 
could alleviate some of the traffic con-

be sent to each industrial company in the 
village. He said that if response was suf- 
ficient, he would revise the bus schedules

The manager said, however, other re- 


visions of the regular bus schedule would 
have to v ,,it until April or May. He said 
many lesidents have just received bus 
schedules and an accurate picture of the 
present service could not be drawn from 
operational statistics until that time.

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Area spokesmen play major role 
Bill to cut local tax revenue scuttled 
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by BOB LAHEY 


Testimony of witnesses from 
the 


Northwest suburbs helped Tuesday to 
scuttle a bill in the Illinois House of Rep- 
relatives that would deprive local 
governments of major tax revenues on 
new construction development. 


Alerted by State Rep. Virginia Mac- 


donald, R-Arlington Heights, municipal 
and school officiate from the suburbs 
joined others in prevailing on the House 
Revenue Committee to block the bill. 


Proposed by Rep Ralph C. Capparelli, 


D-Chicago, at the instigation of Harry 
Semrow. chairman of the Cook County 
Board of Tax Appeals, the bill would pro- 
vide abatement of taxes on new construc- 
tion during a five-year period. It would 
place taxes on new construction at 20 per 
cent of the normal amount, increasing 
the tax load by that amount each year 
until the 100 per cent level was reached. 


Advocates of the bill said it would en- 


courage developed to acquire and im-

prove vacant land and deteriorated prop- 
erty in Chicago and eventually lead to a 
stronger tax base. 


OPPONENTS pointed out, however, 


that in growing areas such as the North- 
west suburbs and many Downstate com- 
munities, where little incentive Is needed 
for new construction, school districts and 
other governmental agencies would be 
burdened with far greater demands for 


services, without adequate additional 
revenue to pay for them. 


Among the witnesses testifying against 


the bill were Mrs. Macdonald and Rich- 
ard Bachhuber of Mount Prospect, a 
member of the High School Dist. 214 
school board. Telegrams were sent to the 
committee by Village Managers L. A. 
Hanson of Arlington Heights and Charles 
Willis of Elk Grove Village; Rolling 
Meadows City Mgr. James Watson, and 
Mayors Charles J. Zettek of Elk Grove 
Village and John G. Woods of Arlington 
Heights. 


Woods wired the committee, "The loss 


of revenue faced by municipalities, park 
districts, libraries and other units of lo- 
cal government could be disastrous." 


ABOUT 13 OR 14 witnesses appeared 


to testify against the bill, according to 
Rep. Richard A. Mugalian, D-Palatine, a 
member of the Revenue Committee. He 
said the six witnesses testifying in favor 
of the measure represented developers 
and contractors. 
A roll call vote on a motion to report 


the bill to the floor of the House stood at 
15-7 in favor of a "do not pass" recom- 
mendation when Rep. Bernard B. Wolfe, 
D-Chicago, moved to refer it to subcom- 
mittee. 


Technically that kept the bill alive for 


further consideration, but Mugalian said, 
"I don't think it will get out of com- 
mittee." An identical bill has be-n in- 
troduced in the Senate, but it would also 
need to clear the House committee to 
reach passage stage on the floor of the 
House.

$25.9 million set for forest preserve district 
County board OKs $125.6 million budget 


The Cook County board yesterday ap- 


proved the $1256 million county corpo- 
rate budget for 1973 after defeating two 
amendments proposed by suburban com- 
missioners 


The members of the board, sitting as 


the county forest preserve board, also 
approved a 1973 budget of $25.9 million 
For forest preserve district at the meet- 
ing. 


The county operating budget, totaling 


$123.619.000. include;, a real property tax 
levy of $45 295.000. o.' .1955 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation, tentatively. The 
tax levy represents a reduction of almost 
$9 million from the tax levy of 1972. 


The total corporate budget has been re- 


duced $1 7 million from last year, but al- 
most $67 million will be saved by the 
county this year because there will be no 
county-wide elections. 


The budget was approved after subur- 


ban Republican Commissioners Floyd 
Fulle o.' Des Plaines and Joseph I. 
Woods suggested changes in the budgets 
of the county assessor's office and tlie 
state's attorney's office, respectively. 


FULLE suggested $30,000 be cut from 


the proposed budget of County Assessor 
P. J. Cullerton. The money is earmarked 
for use in establishing four suburban 
branches of Cullertun's office, one of 
which is planned for the Northwest sub- 
urban area. 


Fulle said the expenditure of the sum 


— $24,000 for rent and tfl.OOO for elec- 
tricity and electrical equipment, is un- 
necessary. He said there ase 23 township 
assessor's offices throughout the county 
which could be used by Cullerton to 
serve suburban residents.

State approval (or the construction ot a 


branch of Rush-Preabyterian-St. Luke's 
Medical Center in Sohaumburg was an- 
nounced yesterday by hospital officials. 


They said the 200-bed facility would be 


in operation by early 1976. Construction 
of the hospital, which u'll be on the north 
side of Schaumburg Road near Roselle 
Road, will begin in early 1975. 


H wy J Buhrmann, administrator of 


the Schaumburg facility, made the an- 
nouncement at a press conference at the 
Sheraton-Walden Motel. He said the med- 
ical center had received notification of 
t h e Illinois Department 
of Public 


Health's approval of the request for an 
initial operating permit Monday 


The announcement came about six 


weeks earlier than had been expected 
The Illinois Hospital Licensing Board 
voted in January to defer action on the 
request until the results of planning 
itudy being prepared for the Northwest 
Cook County Health Care Needs Study 
committee was completed. 


BUHRMANN and Archibald McKinley, 


RPSL director of communication and de- 
velopment, said they were encouraged 
by the licensing'* board's approval. 


Buhrmann said state approval of the 


project means the medical center can 
now "begin to get on with the devel- 
opment of the hospital and speed up ac- 
tivities greatly." 


Buhrmann in outlining the planning 


and construction phases for the Schaum- 
burg branch, to be known as Rush-Pres- 
b y t e r i a n-St. Luke's Medical Centtr-

North, estimated the hospital should be 
in operation within 36 months. 


HE SAID a major fund raising drive to 


collect about one-third of the $12 million 
construction costs will be started in 
about three or four months. He said 
RPSL estimated $1 million of that share 
will be made by the end of this year. He 
added the construction could begin when 
the pledges are made 


McKinley said a special fund will be 


established for contributions and the 
medical center will add two dollars to 
match each dollar donated from the com- 
munity. While the medical center feels 


that the Schaumburg facility does not 
now qualify for any federal funds, if any 
are received those would be counted to- 
wards community's share of the devel- 
opment costs, he added. 


BUHRMANN also plans to open an of- 


fice for the medical center in Schaum- 
burg in the next few weeks. 


Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atcher, 


who was not at the press conference, 
said that he was very happy to hear of 
the announcement. 


Buhrmann also said the medical center 


is considering a modular type of con- 
struction with the first phase to include 
an ambulatory care facility that would 
offer emergency treatment. 


He said if the hospital decides to go 


ahead with that plan the timetable for 
opening of that first phase would take 
about 18 months. He did not indicate 
when a decision on the modular construc- 
tion concept would be made. 


BUHRMANN also reiterated the RPSL 


position on several of aspects of the hos- 
pital which have been the center of con- 
troversy for several months. 


He said architects have assured him 


sufficient water retention could be pro- 
vided on the site to ensure none of the 
neighboring residential areas would be 
flooded. He addefi that the 20-acre site 
would also be more than adequate for 
any future expansion. 


Hospital critics have claimed the site 


was too small and that flooding problems 
might be increased if the hospital was 
built on that site. 


Buhrmann also said the medical costs 


of the Schaumburg facility would be 
competitive with those of other local hos- 


pitals. Services at the medical center, 
such as laundry facilities and the com- 
puter system would allow for more ef- 
ficient use of that equipment and repre- 
sent a savings to all patients. 


"We need the support of Hie total com- 


munity in this project, we hope that it 
will develop here, our offices will always 
be open for those interested in devel- 
oping community suppc-t for RPSL- 
North," Buhrmann said. 


Schools to cooperate on unit 


Local school officials will be working 


together hi the next few months com- 
piling enrollment projections and infor- 
mation on buildings, curriculum and oth- 
er issues as part of the High School Dist. 
214 study of school organization. 


The officials of six local elementary 


school districts agreed Tuesday to coop- 
erate with Dist 214 in compiling data for 
the study, which has been started in re- 
sponse to a study on forming unit school 
districts in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. 


However, the officials backed away 


from forming an official "steering com- 
mittee" for the study because, as Arling- 
ton Heights Dist. 25 Supt. Donald Strong 
said, "The word steering has other impli- 
cations than words like liaison or cooper- 
ation " 


The Dist 214 project has been designed 


to study possible changes in organization 
that would affect the high school district 
and ib seven elementary districts. The 
study. Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert 
said, "is not a feasibility study on the 
formation of a unit school district. It will 
produce data, but any decision would be 
made by the boards, individually or col- 
lectively "

A UNIT district study is under way in 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 on the feasi- 
bility of forming a unit district in that 
area. A unit district places all schools 
under a single board and administration. 
The area is presently organized into dual 
districts, with elementary 
and high 


schools administered separately. 


Officials from the elementary districts 


agreed with Dist. 214 officials that the 
Dist. 214 study is necessary to provide 
ammunition with which the boards can 
fight a unit district move in Dist. 59 if 
that would harm other school districts. 


In addition, Supt. Edward Grodsky of 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 said other pos- 
sible kinds of reorganization may be sug- 
gested by the study. Grodsky, whose dis- 
trict is the smallest in the area, said, 
"We may find that Consolidation for 
some ot the smaller elementary districts 
may come out of this." 


Plans for the study say that informa- 


tion will be gathered in 10 areas in- 
cluding population, enrollment, facilities, 
staffing, 
curriculum, finance, 
trans- 


portation, legal, community and govern- 
mental relations and administrative or- 
ganization. Some of the areas will be 
studied by school district employes and 
others will require citizen's committees 
working with paid consultants, according 
to William Reid, Dist. 214 coordinator of 
research and testing 


THE STATE has indicated it will pro- 


vide $3,500 for the study, Reid said, and 
an application for funding has been sent 
to the National Institute of Education, 
part of the U.S. Office of Education. ' 


Deadline for completion of the study is 


March, 1974. The study in Dist. 59 was 
originally scheduled for completion this 
week, but will probably be postponed un- 
til May 1.

The four-day week, an idea Interesting 


a growing number of U.S. companies, is 
in its second successful 'ear at Colonial 
Carbon Co. in Des Plaines. 


It's working out so well in fact that 


Robert Paterakis, general manager and 
pioneer of Colonial's "4-40" week, is 
amazed more companies haven't tried it. 


"The four-day week la more than just 


a Hash in the pan here," he said. "And 
even though it might not be a good idea 
for every company, they should at least 
consider the idea " 


"I've had people ask me if there isn't 


at least one thing I don't like about the 
4-40," he added. "I honestly can't think 
oTany " 


Apparently, most of the company's 51 


plant employes are quite willing to echo 
this sentiment. 


A SURVEY OP employes at the plant, 


2020 Mannheim Rd., taken by Paterakis 
last October showed that 96 per cent re- 


garded the move as "favorable." 


"We asked the question," said Pate- 


rakis, "as to how much the workers liked 
the change. Many of them went so far as 
to say the 440 is great." 


The overwhelming approval of the pol- 


icy in last October's poU represented a 6 
per cent increase in its popularity over a 
previous survey taken shortly after the 
plan became effective in 1971. The same 
question then brought a 90 per cent fa- 
vorable response. 


Paterakis also asked workers bow 


much the four-day week influenced their 
application and job acceptance at Colo- 
nial. 


His answers showed nine of 10 employ- 


es knew of the 4-40 when they applied for 
work, eight of nine said it Influenced 
their decision to apply and another eight 
of 10 said their accepting a job was in- 
fluenced by the 4-W. 


Paterakis also found 39 per cent of the 


plant personnel felt more tired than usu- 


al after a KHwur day than after the cus- 
tomary eight-hour day. 


IN ALL, 49 of the 51 workers wanted to 


stay with the four day week. "Before we 
first made the switch," he said, "about 
90 per cent of all our employes approved 
of it" 


He added that a noticeable change has 


also occurred in worker morale. "Pro- 
ductivity is up somewhat, absenteeism 


nd tardiness to work have declined and 
spirits are high," he said. 


And what have employes been doing 


lately with their three-day weekends? 
"The majority have told me they work 
around the house," Paterakis continued. 
"Others say they sleep, take long trips or 
shop." 


One other indicator of the plan's popu- 


larity is reflected in the reaction of 
friends and families of Colonial employes 
to the 4-40. "They tell me their Mends 
are families are envious," Paterakis 
said.

Q. \Vhrn my brother applied for month- 


ly Social Security disability payments, he 
was told there was a 8-month waiting pe- 
riod with the first benefit check payable 
after the end of the 7th month of dis- 
ability.

A. Ye*, the recent changes in the So- 


cial Security law shortened the waiting 
period for disability benefits by one 
month, so that Che first check will be 
payable after the end of the 6lh month of 
disability. This change became effective 
Jan. 1. 


Q. I have a friend whose only income 


Is her monthly Social Security check. She 
has a son who was severely hurt In an 
accident when he was 19. He hasn't been 
able to work since the accident, and 
there's little chance he ever" will. I read 
that the recent change-4 In Social Secur- 
ity make her son eligible to get monthly 
checks too. Is this right? 


A Yes. As of Jan. your friend's disabled 


son and other people who became sev- 
erely disabled after age 18 but before 22 
may qualify for monthly Social Security 
payments if a parent is getting Social 
Security benefits or has died after having 
worked long enough under Social Secur- 
ity. Prior to 1973 payments could be 
made to disabled children only if the dis- 
ability started before age 18, Your friend 
and her son may visit any social security 
office to apply for benefits. 


Q. I'll be 65 next August and I'm trying 


to keep up with all the latest information 
on Medicare. I read that a recent law 
changed the way I'll enroll in the medi- 
cal insurance part of Medicare. I* this 
true? 


A. Yes. People who become 65 in July 


or later and are eligible for Medicare 
hospital insurance will automatically be 
enrolled in the medical insurance pan of 
Medicare However, you'll still have the 
opportunity to decline enrollment. This 
information will be furnished to you 
shortly before reaching age 65.

Pickelner, recently testified before the 
Senate Committee on Interior and In- 
sular Affairs that the bill might end up a 
philosophical statement "without any ef- 
fective sanctions or strong incentives." 
Jackson's proposal, S. 268, is the first 
federal legislation calling for control of 
land in the U.S. Pickelner said an ex- 
panding population and local devel- 
opment decisions made without regard 
for long term environmental consid- 
erations make a national land use policy 
"long overdue." Federal involvement 
should allow flexibility at the state level, 
he said, but withdrawal of sewer and 
highway monies should be imposed until 
states are in compliance. 
BALANCING ACT: Illinois coal will like- 
ly play an increasingly more important 
role in the state's energy picture, said 
Governor Daniel Walker after a recent 
meeting with fuel company officials. 
However, Walker added, care must be 
taken to prevent air pollution resulting 
from coal use. Illinois coal typically has 
high sulphur content. 


A BRICK VERSUS BOTTLE controversy 
is erupting in Hawaii over the best way 
to save millions of gallons of drinkable 
water needlessly flushed down island toi- 
lets each year. State Sen. Donald S. 
Nishimura urges that politics be kept 
"out of the toilet." He favors a brick in 
the tank approach, patterned after a 
campaign begun in Cherry Hill, N.J. 
Some 170 million gallons of water a year 
will be saved if all users participate, he 
estimates. But Mayor Frank Fasi of 
Honolulu says the use of bricks in toilet 
tanks is the wrong approach, when less 
expensive juice bottles could be used. As 
the legislator's proposal was stopped up 
in committee, Nishimura said, "I hope 
something can be done to flush the reso- 
lution back to the Senate floor."

PROTECTION OF the environment and 
drilling for petroleum resources can be 
compatible, according to the American 
Institute of Mining, Metallurgical and 
Petroleum Engineers Inc. the group 
hosted a banquet in Chicago this week to 
honor the efforts of Long Beach, Calif., 
city manager John R. Mansell for his ef- 
forts in this field.

FUTURE pollution of northeastern Illi- 
nois waterways is worrying the Citizens 
for a Better Environment (CBE) citizens 
group. The organization recently sub- 
mitted surveys to the new Illinois Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency director, 
Mrs. Mary Lee Leahy, indicating viola- 
tions by 52 companies of current effluent 
standards and a number of firms which 
have not filed the required Project Com- 
pletion Schedule to indicate compliance 
with new standards effective Dec. 31, 
1973. 


These surveys include statistics for 164 


dischargers to the Chicago River system, 
Calumet River system, Des Plaines Riv- 
er, Fox River and the DuPage River. 
The basis for the surveys are the Refuse 
Act Permit applications submitted to 


U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 


Insufficient information was submitted 


by 66 of the dischargers, says CBE. Wa- 
ter quality in all these waterways is be- 
low the state standards. Example: dis- 
solved oxygen, fecal coliform, phenols 
and ammonia standards are not met in 
Des Plaines River.* * * 
HIGH COST OF POLLUTION: Tie Re- 
public Steel Co. agreed recently to re- 
cycle waste water at its South Chicago 
works and will pay a $95,000 penalty, an- 
nounced Illinois Atty. Gen. Willian J. 
Scott. Recycling will cost an extra $8.5 
million. The case went to trial before 
Cook County Circuit Judge Walter Dahl

Now's good time 


for remap move 


The U.S. Supreme Court last 


week largely destroyed a prime ar- 
gument of those politicians wi.o de- 
signed the cynically gerryman- 
dered boundaries of Illinois legisla- 
tive districts. 


Its reapportionment decision also 


gave weight to a prime contention 
of those who opposed the adoption 
of the current legislative map. 


The 1971 reapportionment of leg- 


islative districts, from which state 
representatives and senators are 
elected, was achieved only after 
months of political maneuvering 
and resulted in the sundering of po- 
litical subdivisions, particularly in 
the suburbs. 


Those who drew the map concen- 


trated their selection of boundaries 
on the design of districts favor- 
able to certain partisan candi- 
dates, and to balancing power be- 
tween Chicago Democrats and 
Downstate Republicans. 


Caught in between were subur- 


ban candidates, who were given 
little voice in the drawing of the 
map. The result was that town- 
ships 
villages and cities pre- 


viously regarded as logical enti- 
tites on which to base legislative 
districts were split up willy-nilly 
into two. three or four districts. 


Another result was that districts 


previously within the city limits of 
Chicago were stretched out into the 
suburbs in such a manner that the 
Chicago portions remained domi- 
nant. This effectively denied a pro- 
portionate share of their voting 
power to a number of suburban 
electors. 


The architects of this crazy quilt 


argued that they had no choice be- 
cause of the strict rule of the Su- 
preme Court that legislative dis- 
tricts must be of nearly exact 
equality in population. 


They ignored pleas for pre- 


servation of municipal and town- 
ship boundaries because in its 


many rulings on the "one-man, 
one-vote" rule, the Supreme Court 
had 
never acknowleged 
these 


boundaries. 


Last week, however, the Su- 


preme Court proclaimed that the 
one-man, one-vote rule need not be 
applied as strictly to legislative 
districts of a state as it is to elec- 
toral districts of the U.S. Congress. 
It allowed a Virginia reapportion- 
ment plan with population vari- 
ances up to 16 per cent between 
districts. 


The court also declared that al- 


lowing certain discrepancies in 
population in order to preserve 
boundaries of political subdivisions 
was "reasonable." 


These concessions to local option 


in state reapportionment appear to 
us to give the Illinois General As- 
sembly the opportunity to redraw 
boundaries of some of the more 
patently gerrymandered districts, 
particularly in the suburbs. The 
new tolerance in population differ- 
ences should make this possible 
without having to again redistrict 
the ei.iire state. 


Under the state constitution, the 


General Assembly is not required 
to reapportion the districts until 
1980. There is nothing to prevent it 
from changing the map before then 
however. 


A new cynicism now says that 


there will be little interest in re- 
disti'Cting at the present time, be- 
cause, after all, the present mem- 
bers of the legislature each suc- 
ceeded in being elected in the dis- 
trict allotted to them. So why 
change? 


However, the arguments which 


opponents of those districts put 
forth are still valid, and now have 
the weight of the Supreme Court 
behind them. We hope that those 
who argued in 1971 for a map de- 
signed for the voters and not the 
officeholders will do so again in 
1973. 


Rescuing the rails 


To nationalize or not to nation- 


alize — or maybe something in be- 
tween. That is the question the na- 
tion may soon have to decide with 
regard to its financially hard- 
pressed railroads. 


A. H. Chesser, president of the 


United Transportation Union, is 
the latest to propose something in 
between. He has called for the gov- 
ernment to take over the rights-of- 
way of bankrupt or marginal rail- 
roads. 


The idea te to provide a federal 


railway roadbed the same way the 
government provides the federal 
highway system roadbed. Rolling 
stock and actual operation of the 
railroads would remain in the 
hands of the private companies. 


C h e s s e r ' s 
proposal was 


prompted by the dismal interim re- 
port of the trustees of the bankrupt 
Penn Central Transportation Co. 
The trustees have themselves sug- 


gested that the government ac- 
quire the line's right-of-way. It is 
either that, they say, or govern- 
ment assistance to the tune of $600 
million through 1976 to keep the 
system going. 


The idea of federally owned rail- 


road rights-of-way is not new. It 
was recommended several years 
ago by the president of at least one 
eastern line. But it begins to look 
more and more like the only fea- 
sible alternative between outright 
nationalization and continued de- 
teriorating service. 


Highways, waterways and air- 


ways are all subsidized to some de- 
gree by the federal and local gov- 
ernments. The railroads alone of 
the nation's transportation systems 
are required to maintain, and pay 
taxes on, their rights-of-way. 


There is no iron-clad law that 


says this must always be so.

Under the Erlenborn-Horton bill, Con- 


gress would assert its right to all infor- 
mation, classified or not, unless the 
President himself, in writing, invoked 
the privilege. 


Even then, the President would be re- 


quired to declare that the information 
sought concerned policy recommenda- 
tions and would "seriously jeopardize" 
the national interest. 


Without such documentation from the 


White House, no agency bead or other 
member of the executive branch could 
refuse to testify before Congress. Infor- 
mation sought would be required within 
30 days. 


Another section of the bill seeks also to 


make government information more ac- 
cessible to the courts, which have some- 
times been deprived evidence because 
the government classified the informa- 
tion. 


They cited a recent Supreme Court rul- 


ing in which a federal judge was forbid- 
den access to documents relating to a 
citizens' suit instituted by a U. S. Con- 
gressman. 


U. S. Rep. Patsy Mink sued to obtain 


environmental reports on the Amchitka 
underground atomic test. 


If the government can withhold infor- 


mation from a court simply by classify- 
ing it, how can citizens complaints be 
redressed? 


The Horton-Erlenborn bill would give 


the judge the right to examine such 
documents and to determine whether tt-e 
national interest demand that they be 
kept secret. Recognizing that this could 
lead to inspection of tons of materiel by 
the judge, the bill would also create a 
seven-member Freedom of Information 
Commission to inspect the material and 
advise the judge. 


The commission would also advise the 


legislative and executive branches. 


With the thousands of people who have 


access to so-called classified information, 
it seems small risk to expand that num- 
ber by seven more who could act on be- 
half of the people and their elected rep- 
resentatives.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Americans will 


have to become more and more inter- 
ested in businesses that earn dollars 
abroad If they hope to solve the balance 
of payments problem 


Such a business to specialty chem- 


icals, says Dr Vsevolod Blinoff, chair- 
man of Alcolac, Inc , of Baltimore, a pio- 
neer at producing "tailor-made chem- 
icals" for a variety of industries 


Alcolac, which has sales of around $16 


million a year, makes customized chem- 
ical specialties for the plastics, paint, 
cosmetics, petroleum, water pollution 
control and many other industries. 


Although the proportion of export sales 


of companies in chemical specialties Is 
not particularly high, about 6 per c.nt 
according to Dr Blinoff, they also import 
very little Their export business, then, 
has virtually a net positive impact on the 
US balance of payments. 


How much Impact depends on how you 


define chemical specialties Dr. Blinoff 
says Alcolac belongs to a group called 
the Chemical Specialty Management 
Council composed of 30 firms with com- 
bined annual sales of $120 million Six 
per cent of that would mean exports 
of about $7 2 million, 


B U T THE MAGAZINE Chemical 


Week, based on information supplied by 
the Chemical Specialties Manufacturers 
Association, recently gave a broader def- 
inition to chemical specialties, including 
the specialty sales of the big chemical 
companies and certain types of multipur- 
pose chemicals that sell In high volume 


On tiat basis, Chemical Week con- 


cluded that the annual volume of chem- 
ical specialty sales Is close to $10 billion 
or around 22 per cent of the chemical 
industry's total volume of $44 billion. At 


that rate, even if the exports are only 6 
per cent of sales that's $600 minion a 
year the chemical specialties contribute 
to the United States' trade balance. 


The industry has other attractions, ac- 


cording to Charles Anderson, Alcolac 
president its return on equity is high. 
Alcolac had an 117 per cent return in 
1971 and some of the bigger companies 
had phenomenal returns — 30.9 per cent 
for Loctite, a Connecticut maker of adhe- 
sives, which also had a profit of above 19 
per cent on sales. Other high returns on 
equity in chemical specialties were Ho- 
rer-Anchem 22 per cent, National Chem- 
search 20.5 per cent, Kingston! 20 2 per 
cent and McDermid 19 2 per cent. 


It's not an easy business to operate in, 


however, said Anderson. The rub, as 
some financial analysts have pointed out, 
is that while tailor-made chemical spe- 
cialties are profitable to manufacture, 
their commercial life tends to be short — 
only five years on average. 


THAT MEANS A company like Alcolac 


must be very alert, extremely research 
conscious and ace high in marketing. 
Such a firm almost has to be headed by 
a man with a strong scientific back- 
ground and eager, inquiring mind. 


Blinoff, who was born in St. Peters- 


burg, now Leningrad, is a chemist of in- 
ternational reputation who holds more 
than 100 patents He lived in France be- 
fore coming to the United States. 


Alcolac has been branching in domes- 


tic consumer products marketed under 
its own brand names and also has 
formed an ambitious subsidiary called 
Wapora, an acronym for Water Pollution 
Research & Applications. This subsidiary 
provides engineering as well as chemical 
services- to industries and municipalities 
seeking to improve water quality.

'Pampering9 those customers pays off 


Pampering pays off in the retailing 


business. 


It's only natural that shoppers will 


keep coining back to the stores where 
the overall design is attractive, the dis- 
plays are appealing, the parking is con- 
venient and a spic and span appearance 
is maintained. 


But it's the personalized service inside 


the store that gives customers the great- 
est reason for coming back, according to 
developer Jack Jacobs. 


DISCUSSING THE role of small shop- 


ping centers and retail chains at a con- 
ference in Chicago this week, Jacobs 
said, "The key to these centers is the 
personal abilities Inside the store " This 
meuns working with reliable retailers 
and years of planing to insure a well- 
staffed and well-managed store, accord- 
ing to Jacobs. 


He is president of Jack Jacobs and Co., 


developer of metro-malls and other retail 
developments In Palatine, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Crystal Lake and a number of oth- 
er area communities. Jacobs was one of 
four speakers at a meeting sponsored by 
the Chicago Association of Commerce 
and Industry. 


Noting the financial problems being ex- 


perienced by a number of retailers in 
smaller centers, Jacobs said their lack of 
planning to give quality service accounts 
for the difficulties. "Design pollution," 
poorly trained or unkempt personnel and 


lack of maintenance are the results 
•which discourage shoppers, he said. 


COMPETITION WITH the huge region- 


al shopping centers such as Wcodfield in 
Schaumburg had many of the operators 
of small centers worried, according to 
James Toleman, editor of Chain Store 
Age, 
executives edition. "More and 


more, retailing means chain store retail- 
ing," said Toleman. 


Conceding that the regional centers ac- 


count for a good share of chain store ex- 
pansion, Toleman said they do not meet 
all the shoppers' needs. The smaller cen- 
ters usually are more convenient for pur- 
poseful shopping, with certain items in 
mind, he said. Toleman contrasted this 
with the "shopping safaris" undertaken 
at regional centers. Market areas are 
more well-defined and rental rates are 
generally lower a the smaller centers, 
adding to their appeal to the chainstore 
operations, he said. 


The shape of shopping areas has un- 


dergone many changes Sn the last 20 
yean, according to Paul Vogel, senior 
retail analyst for Real Estate Research 
Corp. Passing from the downtown shop- 
ping areas and the early "utilitarian" 
neighborhood centers, to a wave of re- 
gional centers anchored on one major de- 
partment (tore, to the coining of the dis- 
count stores in the late 1950s and early 
19604, development in retailing is still un- 
dergoing transition. 


THE REGIONAL centers built around 


a single department store face tough 
competition in the years to come, Vogel 
predicted. Discount store operations are 
now undergoing a shakeout as unprofit- 
able operations are phased out The dis- 
count operations remain a powerful 
force, he contends, upgrading the former 
"schlock" image, and often locating in 
regional shopping centers 


An explosion in the development of 


specialty or hybrid centers is in the 
works, contends the analyst. These are 
geared around home improvement cen- 
ters, catalog showroom facilities, ware- 
house furniture showrooms, and fashion- 
oriented stores. Community centers and 
these hybrid centers offer greater flexi- 
bility to developers than large regional 
centers, adding to then- future prospects, 
he concluded 


JOHN L. HUNTINOTON, a real estate 


broker and president of John L. Hunt- 
ington & Co, said small shopping centers 
are effective because they are generally 
located in areas convenient to a large 
population. Typical customers do not 
travel at great length to shop or spend a 
great deal of time in their shopping, he 
said. 


He cited figures compiled by the publi- 


cation Shopping Center World to show 
the substantial drawing power of smaller 
centers. According to the survey, neigh- 
borhood centers with 10,000 to 100,000 


square feet of sraace account for 31J9 per 
cent of all shopping center sales. Com- 
munity centers, with 100,000 to 200,000 
square feet of space, account for 22.4 per 
cent of these sales; larger centers with 
more than 200,000 square feet of space 
draw 45 7 per cent of sales. Within this 
last category, centers from 200,000 to 
400,000 square feet of space do 16.9 per 
cent of the business; and supeMegion- 
als, with more than 800,000 square feet 
(as Woodfield) account for 12 2 per cent 
of total sales

HOUSING: 
The average age of the bungalows in town has been estimated at 7 
years. Higher priced homes in the suburb can be found in the Plum 
Grove section near town. Home prices in general range from 
$30.000 to $80,000. New homes start at $45.000 and plenty of 
buildings are available. The city includes many neighborhoods of 
well kept bungalow type homes on winding streets plus several 
communities of prestige homes on wooded creekside lots. Some 
3.000 new apartments have recently been constructed and rant 
from $200 to $310 per month. 


GENERAL INFORMATION: 
The history of Rolling Meadows began in 1955 and is stilt being 
wntten today with the construction of each new home. Rolling 
. Meadow* is the. result of a developer's ambition to build a city, and 
the resulting community was in time to meet the recent exodus of 
Chicagoans to the northern suburbs. It is a young city, both in the 
age of the buildings and inhabitants, as evidenced by its 23 year old 
median age figure, and the fact that 40% of its residents are under 
age 18 The spacious Rolling Meadows industrial park has 125 light 
industries, and there are 10 firms on the south side of town. A 
recreation area parallels a small creek running from north to south 
for the length of the city. There are a few small hills in town, and the 
Rolling Meadows Plata and an adjacent canter form the main 
business area. 


SCHOOLS: 
In Hulling Meadows 6 public elementary, 1 junior high and the new 
Rolling Meadows High School in District 214 serve the residents. 
The pupil-teacher ratio is 22.1. with $612 spent annually per pupil. 
There <t also a Catholic elementary and • girls' high school within 
the community. 


CHURCHES: 
Included within the city am 3 Lutheran and on* each Baptist 
Catholic, Community, and Unitarian Fellowship houses of worship. 


HISTORY: 
"Progress through Participation," the official slogan of Rolling 
Meadows exemplifies the spirit of this city. Begun as an unincorpo- 
rated subdivision in 1953. the city has developed with a planned 
growth to one of the most attractive suburbs in northwest Chicago. 
Its current population of 19,176 people represents an increase of 
more than 176% in the 12 years since 1960. 


The original area south of Arlington Park Race Track attracted real 
estate developer Kimball Hill who prepared a plan for a complete 
city with areas set aside for commerce, industry, schools, churches, 
and parks. Complete service facilities were included to make Rolling 
Meadows largely self-sufficient. 


As the number of residents increased, it became apparent that some 
organized government was required. The result was a home-owners 
association and shortly thereafter, a movement to incorporate as a 
city. The final incorporation was completed February 26,1955: 
i In 1960. the original city boundaries were expanded westward to 
• include Plum Grove Countryside, a development of single family 


homes, and Plum Grove Village, an area of luxurious condominiums. 
In addition, several other single family and multi-family areas hava 
been built within the original city. 


In early 1966, the city boundaries were extended southward beyond, 
the Tollway to allow for further commercial and industrial growth. 
During 1968. the city expanded its area to the intersection of Golf 
and Algonquin Roads. 


• Rolling Meadows is famous for its street and traffic safety programs, 
and is a favorite community for young, growing families. 


MEDICAL: 
There is one medical center in Rolling Meadows, located on Kirchoff" 
Road. There are 10 doctors and 4 dentists practicing in the commu- 
nity. Northwest Community Hospital in Arlington Heights and Alex- 
ian Brothers Medical Center in Elk Grove Village provide additional 
health care for residents. 
RECREATION: 
The Salt Creek Park District was formed in Rolling' Meadows 
through the efforts of a group of interested citizens participating in 
"Swing-a-Park." Rolling Meadows parks boast a popular Olym- 
pic-scale pool, lighted tennis courts and ball diamonds. There is an. 
.indoor ice rink that is in use 24 hours a day during the hockey * 
season. The Countryside YMCA being built in Palatine will serve** 
Rolling Meadows as well. 
TRANSPORTATION: 
C&NW trains are located 2 miles north in Arlington Heights. The 
service to the Loop is 47 minutes. 35 minutes on express trains. 
Bus transportation is furnished by the Schaumburg Transportation 
Company and United' Motor Coach Lines. A Northwest Tollway 
entrance is just south of town, offering easy direct access to 
Chicago. 
TOWN SHOPPING: 
A series of shopping centers forms the city's central business 
district: Rolling Meadows Plaza. Southland Center and 3 other 
complexes. These are supplemented b/ Westgate Park and several 
new community type shopping renters, as well as its downtown 
facilities. Woodfield Mall and Randhurst Shopping Center are lo- 
cated within easv driving distance. 
ORGANIZATIONS: 
Rolling Meadows .has 35 civic groups and special interest clubs 
servinp the community and many Joint projects in progress with 
neighboring villages. 
GOVERNMENT: 
The City Council is the executive branch of local government enact- 
ing laws and establishing policies for Rolling Meadows' city form of 
government. A mayor heads the City Council, which meets the 2nd, 
and 4th Tuesday evening of every month. There are 10 aldermen. Z 
from each of the 5 wards in the city. In addition, professional men 
serve in the position of City Manager. City Attorney. City Engineer. 
Health Officer. Fire Marshal. Police Chief. Superintendent of Public* 
Works, and all the appointed commissions and boards.

Mobile home 
shipments up 


Mobile home shipments from manufac- 


turers in 1972 totaled 589,155, an increase 
of 19 per cent over the final total a year 
ago following delivery of 37,740 dwellings 
in December. 


Robert A. DeRose, DeRose Industries, 


chairman of the board of directors of the 
Mobile Homes Manufacturers Associ- 
ation, said the December 1972 total was 
up 10 per cent over the 34,380 mobile 
homes shipped to dealers in December a 
year ago. 


"I'm very pleased by the Increase over

26 per cent gain in November. It is 
amazing how accurate our forecast for 
1972. made in January, turned out to 
be," said DeRose.

Illinois governor Daniel Walker will 


address the first general meeting of the 
Home Builders Association of Greater 
Chicago, the confederation of six divi- 
sional home builder groups in the eight 
county area of northeastern Illinois. This 
initial meeting of the nearly 1,000 mem- 
ber HBAGC is expected to draw a large 
attendance from across the shelter in- 
dustry which will be vitally interested in 
the governor's comments. The meeting is 
scheduled for Wednesday, March 28, In 
the grand ballroom of the Sheraton Oak- 
brook Motor Hotel, Oak Brook. Cocktails 
will be served at 6:30 p.m. and dinner at 
7.30p.m. 


According to HBAGC president Robert 


Arquilla of Burnside Construction Com- 
pany in Glenwood, the home builders in 
their invitation expressed interest in the 
governor's views on several shelter in- 
dustry related matter, including; state li- 
censing, a uniform state building code, 
fees incident to development of land and 
required donations of land and/or mon- 
ey, the moratorium on FHA subsidized 
housing, and environmental issues in- 
cluding housing bans due to sewer mora- 
toriums. 


Arquilla, in the invitational letter, 


stressed concern for the preservation of 
the private home building sector as the 
only viable instrument in the economy 
for meeting housing needs. 


"The many and varied pressures on 


our industry in the form of taxes, lumber 
prices, labor and a host of others that 
continually drive the price up, are 
among the concerns of our industry and 
which our Home Builders Association, 
both in the Chicago region and at the 
state level, continually strive to alle- 
viate," he satated. 


A uniform state building code is high 


on the list of priorities for the home 
builders, said Arquilla. The Association 
has for the past two years worked 
diligently on its own bill to introduce a 
uniform code for Illinois. 


State licensing is a concern as an as- 


surance of control over behavior of prac- 
titioners in the building field, while at 
the same time eliminating the tendency 
on the part of many communities to use 
local licenses as a device to collect mon- 
ey for the general fund. 


There is a continuing need to assure 


balance with regard to the environment, 
Arquilla continued, but in the immediate 
past there has been a tendency to "over- 
kill" by declaring housing and building 
moratoriums as a solution to environ- 
mental problems. 


"We hope that the governor would be 


willing to consider the notion that while 
the economy must not be allowed to de- 
stroy the environment, neither must 
over-zealous efforts to correct long-stand-

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Facts about real estate 


Young people, or older people who 


have rented housing all of their lives, 
sometimes would like to own real estate, 
bu( know little about Ihe process of ac- 
quiring it. Most of us remember the 
things we are interested in. If deeds, 
eminent domain, easements, zoning and 
taxes came up in school when we weren't 
interested, the facts could get fuzzy after 
test papers were turned in. 


The most common method of acquiring 


property is by purchasing It from an 
owner or through his agent. Two types of 
agents are licensed specifically to repre- 
sent owners or buyers of real estate. 
These are real estate brokers and real 
estate salesmen. A salesman must al- 
ways work for a broker, the broker being 
responsible for his salesman's actions. 


Licenses are issued by the state after 


the candidate has passed an exam- 
ination. In most states, real estate sales- 
men are required to have two years' ex- 
perience before becoming eligible to take 
the broker's examination. 


The term Realtor Is u registered ser- 


vice mark which may be used only by a 
broker who is a member of the local real 
estate board and of the National Associ- 
ation of Real Estate Boards, both volun- 
tary organizations. 


AN AGENT may also be a licensed at- 


torney.

An offer of purchase is most commonly 


made through use of a document known 
as a deposit receipt (contract.) This con- 
tains all the terms and conditions of the 
purchase of the property. 


When the offer to purchase has been 


accepted and the buyer and seller have 
both agreed on terms and have signed 
the deposit receipt, a deed must be 
signed and acknowledged by the seller 
and delivered to the buyer and recorded 
at the office of the county official who 
keeps such records. 


Details of searching records to be sure 


the grantor has the right to sell are done 
by a title insurance company. When sat- 
isfied that the property can be sold, the 
title company issues an insurance policy 
protecting the new buyer against loss be- 
cause of any cloud on the title that later 
may come to light, ' 


DETAILS OF drawing up the deed, 


recording, financial arrangements and 
similar routine are handled by an escrow 
company. 


They have the advantage of being a 


disinterested third party, holding the 
transaction in suspension until they 
make sure all legal requirements are 
met. 


After you are an owner, you should be 


aware that there are certain public 
rights that apply to your property. There 
is the right to tax, to acquire your prop- 
erty for public use through eminent do- 
main, as is done for freeway rights of 
way. Police power may affect your prop- 
erty, as will the right of the state to pro- 
mote health and the general welfare. 


There may be easements that go with 


the property. This is a right granted by a 
previous cwner to put a utility line, for 
instance, over the back of your lot. There

is the rignt of escheat, which means that 
if there are not legal heirs to your prop- 
erty, it reverts to the government. 


There may be a covenant applying to 


the property, either one you agreed to on 
buying, or one you may impose on sell- 
ing. A covenant is an agreement that the 
property will not be used for certain pur- 
poses. 


THE MOST common right is that of 


someone loaning money to you for buy- 
ing the property to sell it if you default. 
Such mortgage rights are known as liens. 
Liens may also be against the property 
for unpaid taxes or to satisfy judgements 
by a court. 


Zoning restrictions are a special kind 


of public right, dictating to what use the 
property may be put. Zoning restrictions 
are decided by a zoning commission and 
when they are changed are always 
subject to public hearing. You can also 
apply for a variance, which means you 
want to put it to a use not allowed under 
the zoning then in effect.

Broker warns of tax changes Helping families become homeowners

"would grievously err, should they cause 
a shhH In the relative impact of federal 
taxation so as to further impair the com- 
petitiv: position of real estate," real es- 
tate broker Wallace R. Woodbury of Salt 
Lake City, Utah, told a House Ways and 
Means Committee hearing on tax reform 
recently in Washington, D.C. 


The risk factors of real estate devel- 


opment "are vastly greater than those 
related to other major industries," Wood- 
bury said. Such factors beyond the con- 
trol of the developer as construction fail- 
ures and strikes, increases in the price of 
lumber and other materials, inconsistent 
"environmental regulations" and local 
governmental planning changes, all add 
to the special hazards of real estate in- 
vestment, he added

estate industry are seriously troubled by 
the number of erroneous assumptions 
which underlie many of the suggestions 
made for changes in the tax laws appli- 
cable to the industry," Woodbury said. 
He attacked the theses "everyone makes 
money in real estate," and "the tax laws 
are of more benefit to the real estate 
industry than to other industries." 


HE CITED many examples of econom- 


ic losses suffered by real estate owners 
to challenge "the popular myth that real 
estate ownership is a panacea for 
wealth." 


"In actual fact, real estate is a highly 


competitive business and, in the usual 
case, the return is no more than com- 
mensurate with the risk and the in- 
vestment," Woodbury said. 


Regarding special privileges in tax- 


ation for real estate investment, Wood- 
bury said, "Our tax system has always 
recognized that most physical assets 
depreciate, that the gains on sale of capi- 
tal assets are taxed as capital gains, that 
tax basis is determined by cost and that 
interest is a currently deductible ex- 
pense." 


He noted the effects of possible dimin- 


ished investment in real estate on prop- 
erty owners and renters, and upon the 
nation's housing goals. "A shortage of 
housing units and apartments could re- 
sult from further restrictive changes in 
the law, thus driving up the prices of 
houses and the rents of apartments," he 
said. "Of additional significance is the 
fact that a broad base of real estate own- 
ership is the soundest basis for involving 
citizens in community problems, and at 
the same time minimizing the future 
risks of welfare subsidies."

Tax savings for moving families 


Families who made job-related moves 


last year should be aware of all possible 
income Uw savings concerned with the 
move, according to Phil Brannon, sales 
manager. Elgin Warehouse and Equip- 
ment Company, an Anted Van Lines, Inc. 
agent. 


Brannon said the Tax Reform Act of 


1970 added three new areas of allowable 
deductions for families who made job-re- 
lated moves. They are: 


• Temporary living expenses at the 


new location. 


• Certain expenses involved In the sale 


and purchase of property, 


• House hunting costs before the 


move. 


The older allowable deductions for ac- 


tual costs of moving household goods, 
crating, packing, value protection, In- 
transit storage and the costs of trans- 
portation for the family remain virtually 
unchanged. 


The new categories can mean substan- 


tial tax savings for the family: 


• Temporary living expense deduc- 


tions Include cost of meals and lodging 
for Uw taxpayer and his family for 30 
days after moving to the area of new 
employment if the taxpayer is looking 
for permanent residence or waiting to 
move into a new residence. 


• Among the deductible expenses in- 


volved in sale and purchase of property 
are real estate brokers' commission, es- 
crow fees and similar expenses neces- 
sary to sell property and attorney's fees, 
escrow fees, title costs, loan placement 
charges ("points") and similar expenses 
necessary to purchase a new residence. 


• Pre-move house-hunting costs, in- 


cluding transportation, meals and lodg- 
ing for the taxpayer and his family are 
deductible If the taxpayer already has 
obtained employment, the purpose of the 
trip is to find a residence, and the trip 
is between the general areas of old and 
new employment. 


THERE IS AN over-all limitation of 


$2.500 for the three new categories and 
the househunting coat is limited to $1,000 
of that $2,500 total. 


Expenses for the older allowable de- 


ductions for the actual costs of moving 
and travel are not included in that max- 
imum. However, all expenses must be 
reasonable. 


To qualify for the deductions, the tax- 


payer must move to a new place of em- 
ployment which is at least SO miles far- 
trier from the old residence than was the 


old employment. For example, If the tax- 
payer's old employment was 10 miles 
from his old residence, then the new em- 
ployment must be 60 miles from the old 
residence. 


Further, the deductions only can be 


claimed if the taxpayer was a full-time 
employee for at least 39 weeks during 
the 12-month period immediately follow- 
ing arrival at the new employment. 


Brannon recommended that the tax- 


payer who might benefit from these new 
rules study them in their full form so 
that no potential tax savings are over- 
looked.

pensive dwellings," Gross said. 


"Cluster housing's 'instant success' 


may just send builders scurrying back to 
their history books to see what Other 
new discoveries they can unearth — like 
a new slogan: 'Do as the Romans did,' " 
Goss said.

Even though you don't have central air 


conditioning, you can still play "beat the 
heat" this summer. From the National 
Better Heating-Cooling Council come 
some alternate suggestions based on sci- 
entific principles which will help keep 
you cool. 


Start at the top, advises the council. If 


your roof needs reshingling, remember 
that light colors reflect heat while dark 
colors absorb them. Replace dark 
shingles with light ones and the sun's 
rays will be reflected away from the 
house. 


Insultation is very important. From 


the standpoint of comfort it keeps out the 
cold in the winter and the heat in the 
summer. In terms of economy, it reduces 
heating bills considerably. A well-in- 
sulated, light shingled roof will make the 
house cooler. Placing a fan in the attic 
will prevent a heat build-up and keep the 
house livable. 


If you don't have tall shade trees cast- 


ing shadows on the house, install awn- 
ings on sun-drenched windows, or at the 
least, two-faced window shades with the 
lighter color facing out. This will min- 
imize the effects of the sun. 


If the bedrooms are especially oppres- 


sive, the Council recommends room air 
conditioners. Most room units are sized 
for the load of the average bedroom and 
are installed in the window.

for January 


Cooperative sales between Multiple 


Listing Service member real estate bro- 
kers accounted for 63 per cent of the to- 
tal sales reported during January, 1973, 
by the MLS executive office of Northwest 
Suburban Board of Realtors in Arlington 
Heights. 


This is an increase over the previous 


month when 58 per cent of the total sales 
were cooperative, and is up over 10 per 
cent from January, 1972, when 52 per- 
cent of total sales involved cooperation 
between MLS Realtor offices.

Coveted medals, points up for grabs at Hinsdale South

"No team in the stale has a swimmer 


in each and every event," said Jim 
Spreitzer, head coach of state contender 
New Trier West, while discussing the 
state meet earlier this week. 


Where last year Hinsdale Central cap- 


tured almost every event, thin weekend 
will find many schools in the running for 
individual titles. 


Although the Red Devils are expected 


to win it again at Hinsdale South's pool 
this Saturday, beginning at 1 p.m., their 
point total will be less than the 213 rolled 
up last year. 


These two factors make this potentially 


the best chance the Herald area has ever 
bad to bring home valuable medals (for 
the top six finisher*) and plenty of pres- 
tigious team points. 


Five high schools — St, Viator, Arling- 


ton, Prospect, Elk Grove and Mersey — 
will be sending five relays and 22 swim- 
mers or divers to Clarendon Hills for the 
all important preliminaries on Friday. 
Diving will get underway at 10 a.m. with 
swimming to follow at 4 p.m. 


The top six divers and top 12 swim- 


mers in each event will advance to the 
finals, beginning at 1 p.m. Saturday. 


Leading the area with two relay teams 


and six individual qualifiers Us St. Via- 
tor. Coach John Fleck's Lions have the 
most to gain in both aforementioned cat- 
egories. At the beginning of the season 
the team had a goal of cracking the top 
10. 


"I think it's a very realistic goal for 


us." said Fleck, who as a rookie coach 
watched Ms Lloas finish llth last year. 
"Oar two relays should score a tot of 
points, particularly this year with so 
many swimmers that should spread out 
tbe points." 


St. Viator's 200 medley relay team of 


Mike Salerno. Kevin Szarabajka, Jim 
Wolf and Jeff Iversen finished with the 
second best district time (1:42.5) behind 
Hinsdale Central (1:42.1). "We'd like to 
win it." he said. "We think we've got a 
chance." 


The 400 freestyle relay of Iversen, 


Chris Kenny, Salerno and Ed Fitzsim- 
mons had the ninth best time (3:23.5) 


with Moline streaking to the state's best 
(3:17.7). 


Then there's Salerno, 
among the 


state's top backstrokers all season. He 
ranks second to New Trier West's Neil 
Hansen (55.7) with a 56.5. However, Sa- 
lerno has done a 54.8 already this season. 


"We'd like to have him win it," said 


Fleck, who figures Jim Carlson of 
Evanston (56.6) and Charlie Dunn of 
Arlington (56.7) to also furnish stiff com- 
petition. Salerno's a veteran of finals 
pressure after taking third as a junior 
last year. 


"Szarabajka has a good shot at the top 


six," figured Fleck. His talented junior 
breaststroker trails state leader Mike 
Capek of Hinsdale (1:03.5) with his 1:04. 
He turned in that fine performance 
against the No. 3 and 4 ranked 'strokers 
in the state — Deerfield's Paul Najt 
(1:04.1) and Highland Park's Chip Tom 
(1:04.1). 


"He's kind of been on the sidelines this 


year. We always knew he was the best in 
the state, and last Sautrday he proved 
it." 


Fleck hopes that Fitzsimmons, a 


qualifier 
in both the 
100 and 200 


freestyles, and Iversen, qualifier in the 
100, will make it past the Friday night 
preliminaries. If Fitzsimmons can turn 
that trick, he will te able to gain val- 
uable experieance f>r next year — his 
senior year. 


Tom Ponsot placed fourth In diving at 


Highland Park. His effort gained valu- 
able points toward St. Viator's first dis- 
trict championship. However, it Is quite 
doubtful that he'll be able to crack the 
top 12. He recorded a 286.20. The 12th 
best score in the districts was 376.55. 


Figuring to not only make It into Satur- 


day's finals but also having an excellent 
shot at finishing very high are Prospect's 
Kick Fox and Elk Grove's Scott Bolin. 


Ranked right at the top throughout the 


season in both the 50 and 100 freestyle 
events, Fox holds down the second best 
state qualifying time in the 50 (22.2) to 
Rockford 
Guilford's Brian Linderoth 


(22.0). He also has turned in a 22.0 this 
year.

Palatine swimmers - 


pioneers in District 211

Few If any spectators noticed 


Scott Byker and Glenn Spauld- 
ing. 


These two simmers — both 


from Palatine High School — 
competed almost incognito at the 
Highland Park District last Sat- 
urday. The reason was mainly 
due to their being mired in the 
first or slowest heats. 


Event after event you could 


find Glenn or Scott beating the 
rest of their heat competitors 
handily. Still, it seemed as if only 
Charles Fenner — a high school 
department head who accom- 
panied the twosome — realized 
the efforts they were putting 
forth.

Ings. This forced them to swim 
against the clock with much 
slower opponents. 


When Scott took 12th, he easily 


defeated everybody in his heat 
and heat two. Had he been 
placed in the fifth heat with the 
top breaststrokers, he said he 
could have been pushed to a 
much faster time. 


Both said that they had done 


state qualifying times in some 
events while swimming on the 
Northwest Suburban YMCA team 
prior to the districts.

Underclassmen star in district meet

The Highland Park District easily 


qualifies as THE most dramatic district 
ever for St. Viator and Arlington swim- 
mers. 


All who follow swimming know that the 


Lions edged the Cardinals for the cham- 
pionship with a first place in the final 
relay. Still, some super swims that came 
before set up the dazzling finish. Had it 
not been for many other teammates, the 
two Arlington Heights schools might 
have been battling for second behind 
Deerfield or Highland Park. 


A trio of underclassmen received the 


greatest raves from their coaches — Joe 
Nitch and Charlie Dunn of Arlington and 
Kevin Szarabajka of St. Viator. 


Nitch, the youngest of the three, put on 


a superlative show for a sophomore by 
being the only double winner. He gave 
Arlington Its first title with a 1:51.9 in 
the 200 freestyle. Later he raced home 
with a 3:59.4 in the other distance event, 
the 400. 


"Usually I just die," said Nitch In ex- 


plaining why he hadn't broken the four- 
minute barrier until last Saturday. "I 
was just trying to hold on." 


Joe's other brother Mike also qualified 


in the 200 free. "He's the one who got me 
started," said Joe. "I didn't start tak- 


ing it seriously until he made me come 
to (park district) practice with him the 
summer before freshman year." 


He took fifth in the district 400 as a 


freshman. "This year I knew a little 
more of what I was doing. It seems eas- 
ier when you're an underdog," be added, 
referring to the increased pressure of 
being seeded No. 1. 


"I want to make the finals — the top 


12," concluded the S-foot-7, 135-pounder 
of his state goal. 


Dunn followed up Hitch's first with one 


of his own in the 200 individual medley. 
But it wasn't JUST another first. He 


racked up a pool record. Nobody else 
could claim that feat. 


His 2:04.7 eclipsed the 2:05.3 that had 


been placed on the Highland Park record 
board in 1965. Dunn's time was also the 
third lowest throughout the state in dis- 
trict action. 


"I like to be out In front," said Charlie 


when asked if he found it difficult to 
swim against the clock instead of a com- 
petitor. "I was really swimming against 
Chip Tom (who placed third with a 2:08.9 
for Highland Park).

'Down year' only in event winners 


Coaches label Hinsdale No. 1

Wholesale slaughter was meted out 


just about a year ago this weekend. 


Like fishermen who used electric 


shocks to make their catches, the Hins- 
dale Central swim team bolted into the 
New Trier East pool and killed off the 
competition by nearly 100 points. 


Coach Don Watson's Red Devils cap- 


tured eight individual championships in 
1972, and should have had nine. The 
heavily favored medley relay team — 
shooting for a national record — was dis- 
qualified. Those 36 lost points — equal to 
the combined total of St. Viator, Forest 
View and Arlington for the entire meet 
— didn't mean too much last year. 


"We can't afford anything like that this 


year," said Watson as he surveyed the 
state meet scene. Graduation left Hins- 
dale in a "down year" situation. How- 
ever, that's only in event winners. 


"I would say that this particular year 


— other than (Mike) Capek — we could 
very easily not win one state event and 
win the state championship," he said of 
Capek, a 6-foot-l, 180-pound junior, an 
outstanding breaststroker. 


There's the bad news again — state 


championship. Not taking anything away 
from the superb job Watson has done 
with six straight team titles and seven 
overall, but many were hoping that Ibis 
weekend's meet at Hinsdale South would 
have a team race. However, after the 
Herald contacted some of the top teams 
in the state, it looks like trophy No. 8 is 
destined to occupy the bulging case. 


Having possibly the only hope of de- 


throning Hinsdale is New Trier West. 
Cowboy coach Jim Spreitzer has seen his 
team's chances turned on and off and on 
again like a water faucet. This is be- 
cause one of his stars — Neil Hansen — 
has been caught up in a controversy 
about his eligibility. 


"Very much," said Spreitzer when 


asked how this has affected his husky 
(6-4, 190) senior backstroker and butter- 
flyer. "He's lost a lot of sleep because of 
it and it has affected his grades." 


A court ruling allowed Hansen to com- 


pete and win his specialties at New Trier 
East last weekend, but the Illinois High 
School Association will have a panel de- 
cide his complex problem sometime this 
week. 


"I consider that he's going to swim," 


said Watson, who personally feels "sorry 
for the boy. Our kids want him to swim." 


So does Spreitzer, but for a different 


reason. With double wins from Hansen 
and super star teammate Andy Veris, 
the Cowboys have that outside shot at 
the title. 


The big difference in Hinsdale and 


New Trier, according to Spreitzer, is in 
second men. "They're definitely going to 
have second swimmers in the top 12. 
There are four or five- we're really hop- 
ing to be in the top 12." 


"We're sure of having guys who can 


win points for us down the line," said 
Watson, who qualified 17 to New Trier's 
15. 


Lyons of LaGrange was expected to 


fight it out with the defending champ, 
but a costly injury to Mark Wintercorn 
rocked the Lions' chances. 


"He broke his neck three weeks ago," 


said head coach John Weber, who admit- 
ted that his talented junior's accident 
wasn't played up. Wintercorn, who was 
expected to give Hansen and St. Viator's 
Mike Salerno a run for the backstroke 
title, will be out of the water for about 
three months. Weber added that the doc- 
tors are very hopeful that he will be able 
to continue his career. 


He said he thought Hinsdale and New 


Trier West would finish 1-2 with Moline 
edging his team out for third. Evanston 
and New Trier East looked to battle it 
out for fifth, according to Weber. 


Spreitzer saw the top five possibly fin- 


ishing this way — Hinsdale, Moline, Peo- 
ria Richwoods, Lyons and New Trier 
West.

So much for the theory that if you stop 


Tom Bergen, you stop Prospect. 


So much (or the theory that basketball 


games are won on rebounding or on 
fourth-quarter momentum. 


All of the above were refuted during 


Tuesday night's Mid-Suburban League 
championship game before a roaring, 
overflow throng in the Prospect field- 


house. 


The game lived up to Its advance bil- 


ling In excitement as the host Knights, 
shaking off a slow start, rushed to leads 
as big as 12 point1: (several times) then 
staved off a late Arlington rally for a 55- 
51 victory.

MY FAVORITE "record fish" story is

D«ar Reader — Many older people en-

Obviously then, about half of 
them retain it. at least to some degree. 


From the large volume of mail I re- 


ceive from older people about sex, it is 
clearly an important consideration In 
their lives just as It is to younger people.

cal problems do occur which can cause

Dear Dr. Lamb — In your opinion do 


today's children have pinworms as they 
did a few years ago. If so, what are the 
symptoms? How do you detect them? 


Dear Reader — Pinworms are still 


very common. It is not exactly a social 
disgrace to have them either since it af- 


fects all people regardless of economic 
level or ethnic origin and whether they 
are city folks or country folks. The pin- 
worm's lack of discrimination concerning 
whom it infects leads one observer to 
comment that pinworms have been 
known to attack the highest seats in the 
land. 


Although pinworms infect children 


more than adults, the whole family can 
be involved. The most striking symptom 
is rectal itching. The female worms mi- 
grate down the intestine into the external 
anal area where they lay their eggs. It is 
the migration of the female to the anal 
area which causes the intense itching. 
Occasionally pinworms cause more sev- 
ere problems, but this is relatively rare. 


The diagnosis is made using a swab, 


often a tongue depressor, covered with 
ordinary cellophane tape, sticky side out. 
In the morning before bathing the sticky 
side of the tape is pressed against the 
itchy area. The tape is placed over a mi- 
croscope slide and on examination the 
eggs can be seen.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Although tele- 


vision Westerns are few in number nowa- 
days — "Gunsmoke" and "Kung Fu" are 
about it — crime shows are having an- 
other video hot streak. 


Series about private eyes, law officers, 


agents and investigators comprise a con- 
siderable portion of regular prime time 
programming. 


Among these programs are such en- 


tries as "Columbo," "Mannix," "Barn- 
aby Jones," "Hawaii Five-0," "Madi- 
gan," "McMillan & Wife," "Cannon," 
"The Rookies," "Ironside" and "Mis- 
sion: Impossible." 


Others include "Adam-12," "The FBI," 


"Banacek," "The Streets of San Fran- 
cisco," "McCloud," "Hec Ramsey," 
"The Mod Squad," "Search," "Assign- 
ment: Vienna" and "Jigsaw." 


"COLUMBO" has become a ratings 


sensation. Starring Peter Falk in the title 
role as a police detective, it is an effec- 
tive piece of its type, vastly better than 
most television shows in its category. 


Falk's understated human side is prob- 


ably what makes the series work more 
than anything else. This personal quality 
is essential because after a while the for- 
mulas of most shows are bound to wear 
somewhat thin. 


It is the essential coolness of much of 


the background of "Columbo" that sets 
Falk so definitely apart, and makes his 
impact so pronounced. This was undoubt- 
edly planned, and it works. 


Because Falk's clever characterization 


is so completely dominant when one con- 
siders reasons for the success of "Colum- 
bo," it is hard for this viewer to put the 
series in the same class as such video 


genre pieces as "Naked City" and "The 
Untouchables." 


"COLUMBO" is on less frequently 


than these two other series were, and yet 
"Naked City" and "The Untouchables" 
had far more human texture because all 
their bets were not placed on one hero. 


The stories were so good in "Naked 


City" that the show transcended the 
mere crime category. And the acting of 
the gangster types in "The Untou- 
chables" was pretty wondrous almost all 
of the time, so that this program was 
like nothing else on the home tube. 


"Columbo," in its texture and back- 


grounds and tone, isn't really very differ- 
ent from some other less successful 
series on television these days. The dif- 
ference is that these other shows don't 
have as shrewd a concept, and they don't 
have Falk.

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People seldom get cut on sharp tools. 


It's the dull tool* that are hazardous. 
And no hammer ever mashed a thumb 
by itself. It took tome inept handling to 
cause the injury. 


There's a right way and a wrong way 


to use every tool. Tools not in good condi- 
tion are a hazard. Here are suggestions 
(or handling the most common tools in 
the safest way possible. 


Screwdrivers — There's no universal 


size. You need several sizes. Pick a 
screwdriver that fits the particular job. 
The blade tip should fit squarely in the 
screw slot so that it is seated against 
sides and bottom. A loose fit chews up 
the slot. A tight fit causes the blade to 
slip, 


You will hurt yourself and eventually 


ruin the screwdriver if you try to use it 
for a chisel or a crowbar. 


Never hold work in one hand, screw- 


driver in the other. Eventually you will 
slip and the result can be a severe punc- 
ture wound. 


Saws — A sharp saw cuts through the 


material. A dull one slips off, binds once 
you start cutting and makes an easy job 
difficult. Support large pieces of lumber 
on sawhorses. When using a hacksaw, se- 
cure the metal you are cutting in a vise. 
Power saw blades should be replaced 
when dull. 


Hammers — When you start a nail, 


hold it between thumb and forefinger 
near its head, never the point. Hit the 
nail head squarely and with full force. 
Hitting the nail at an angle will cause the 
hammer to slip off the nail. Replace

cracked or damaged hammer handles. 
Make certain heads are tight on the han- 
dles. Keep handle smooth and free of 
splinters. Hammer heads that are nicked 
or dented should be replaced. 


Cutting tools — Chisels, knives, shears, 


other cutting tools should be kept sharp. 
They work better, are less likely to slip. 
Sharpening stones, kitchen sharpening 
gadgets will all help. A professional 
sharpening now and then is good. Keep 
surfaces lightly coated with oil since rust 
has a dulling effect. 


Power tools — These have then- own 


set of hazards. Electrical tools should be 
grounded or should be of the fully in- 
sulated variety Avoid working on a wet 
ground or on wet surfaces. 


Power saws should never be used with- 


out a guard over the blade. Long neck- 
ties, loose sleeves are a hazard around 
this and most other power tools. 


Keep the work area clean. Leave plen- 


ty of room around a power tool so that 
you can maneuver. 


Tools should be disconnected when not 


in use. If there are children around, find 
a way to lock the tool or to make the 
power supply inaccessible. 


In general, work benches and working 


areas should be kept clear of junk. Have 
a place for every tool. Tossing them all 
together in a drawer or a box will only 
ruin them.

Public bidding during Phase I official- 


ly ended Jan. 31. Bids for Phase II will 
be accepted Feb. 16 - April 30. The same 
rules epply for this bidding period and 
order forms may be obtained either 
through your local post office, bank, 
savings and loan or federal Information 
center. 


According to the GSA. 700,000 of the 


total 2.8 million Carson City silver dol- 
lars were sold during the first session 
and the decision to hold a second bid pe- 
riod stemmed from the overwhelming in- 
terest, despite the limited time the GSA 
had to inform the public of the initial 
sale. 


COINS WILL BE mailed in February 


for successful bids received in December 
and next month for bids received be- 
tween Dec. 31 and Jan. 31.

The Royal Canadian Mounted Police 


today are responsible for national secur- 
ity and the enforcement of all federal 
laws throughout Canada. In the North- 
west and Yukon Territories it is the only 
police force and in all provinces except 
Ontario and Quebec it is charged with 
the enforcement of all provincial statutes 
as well. 


THE NEW STAMPS were created by 


Dallaire Morin DeVlto, Inc. The 8-cent is 
being printed in four-color lithography 
with a print order of $24 million.

Put rice in a 7'/«12x2-inch baking dish. Scald 


milk and cream, but do not boil. Add sugar and 
stir to dissolve. Beat egg yolks until light in 
color; add extracts and salt. Stir hot milk gradu- 
ally into egg mixture. Pour over the rice; stir. 
The custard should be about V/i inches de»p. 
Place dish in a large pan; pour boiling waiur 
around it. 


Bake at 300 degrees for 1 hour. Near end of 


baking time, insert knife in center of custard. 
When knife comes out clean, custard is done. 
Cool; then refrigerate until thoroughly'chilled. 
Sprinkle with almonds and top with brown sug- 
ar. Place under the broiler for a few minutes or 
just until sugar melts and runs together. Serve 
Immediately or chill again and serve cold. Just 
before serving, shatter the glaze by tapping 
lightly with a knife. Makes 8 servings. 
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Bake a loaf of mushroom bread 


"Mushroom" loaves are at tasty, with 


their bits of sauteed mushrooms through- 
out, as they are intriguing to look at. The 
dough made according to the recipe 
which follows weighs almost five pounds 
and makes several loaves. 


You have to make your own mushroom 


baking pan and when It's done, it looks 
like a gentleman's top hat. upside down. 
Start with several empty cans. These can 
be empty one-pound coffee cans, or two 
fruit or tomato cans of the one pound- 
twelve ounce size or tiny little one-cup 
tomato sauce cans. Well-greased, these 
become the stem of the mushroom. 


Then, set each can on a shirt card- 


board and draw around it. cutting out the 
center. Then make a parallel cut, leaving 
a two-inch ring — tike the brim for that 
top hat. Cover the ring or brim as 
smoothly as possible with foil and grease 
it. If you cut out the center carefully, it 
will fit snugly around the top of the emp- 
ty can. Otherwise, tape the brim to the 
outside of the can in several places. 


Fill the greased cans to three-fourths 


full of yeast dough: it will then rise up, 
work out onto the brim and can be 
shaped into a little hemisphere which 
look.i like a mushroom cap. 


Brush the top of the mushroom liber- 


ally with egg and milk mixture and bake 
as per the recipe below. Obviously the 
little one-cup mushroom breads will be 
done about to minutes before the large 
sizes Let the fully baked breads cool in 
the cans for 10 minutes, then remove to 
finish coolirg. 


The muslvoom loaf can be cut in any 


desired fashion: Slice down the tiny 
loaves as yr.i would a whole mushroom. 
Or. with the larger loaves, slice the stem 
into circular slices, the "mushroom cap" 
into wedge shapes as you would pie. De- 
licious with salads, cold cuts or assorted 
cheeses.

Rinse, pat dry and finely chop mush- 


rooms or drain canned mushrooms. In a 
large skillet melt 3 tablespoons of the 
butter. Add mushrooms and onion; saute 
5 minutes; set aside. In a large mixing 
bowl combine remaining 2 tablespoons 
butter with sugar, molasses, salt and 
black pepper. Add scalded milk. Stir un- 
til butter is melted; cool. Beat in egg. 
Dissolve yeast in water; stir into milk 
mixture. Add 3 cups of the flour and beat 
thoroughly. Add mushroom mixture, re- 
maining 2V4 cups flour and wheat germ; 
blend. 


Turn out onto floured board and knead 


until elastic. Place in a buttered bowl; 
cover and let rise in a warm place until 
doubled. Meanwhile, prepare pans for 
shaping mushroom bread. Use either 
three empty 1 pound coffee cans or two 1 
pound 12 ounce cans from tomatoes or 
fruit or twelve 8 ounce tomato sauce 
cans. Cut out a circle from heavy card- 
board 2 inches wider than the can open- 
ing. Trace size of can opening in center 
of cardboard circle; cut out and remove. 
Cover cardboard with aluminum foil. 


Place around open edge of can; grease 


can and foil. Punch down dough and fill 


cans about three-fourths full. In a warm 
place let rise until dough raises over top 
of can and begins to rest on cardboard 
lip forming the shape of a mushroom 
(smooth and shape dough with buttered 
fingers). Mix egg yolk and milk. Brush 
over tops of breads. Bake in a preheated 
hot oven (400 degrees, 35 to 40 minutes) 
(25 to 30 minutes for small breads) or 
until browned and done. Remove from 
pans; cool. Bread may be shaped to fit 
into two 9x5x3-inch loaf pans and baked 
following preceding directions. 


Yield: About 4% pounds of shaped 


breads.

The recent widespread use in super- 


market advertising of such terms as 
"lowest prices" and "discount prices" 
has prompted an investigation by the 
Federal Trade Commission (FTC). 


Low price claims lead consumers to 


believe they can satisfy food needs at the 
lowest cost at a particular store claiming 
"discount prices," according FTC. 


Last month FTC announced Intention to 


initiate an experimental food price sur- 
vey designed to assist its enforcement 
staff to detect cases of unfair and decep- 
tive methods of competition and adver- 
tising encourage supermarkets to make 
truthful price claims and aid consumers 
in making choices among competing su- 
permarkets. 


Twice a month, price data will be col- 


lected in major supermarkets and pub- 
lished approximately two days later. The 
high, tow and middle prices of each food 
item surveyed will be listed individually. 


To "tell the whole truth" about super- 


market prices, all major food items must 
be surveyed says FTC. 


Consumers are urged to submit to the 


Federal Trade Commission « list of the 
twenty food items they consider most Im- 
portant on their monthly shopping list. 
Information should be mailed to Joy 
Jones, Chicago Regional Office. Federal 
Trade Commission, Suite 1437, 55 E. 
Monroe St., Chicago, 111. 60603. The list 
should be submitted before March 16.

Jimmy Blaine's German potato soup.

weight) and 1 medium white onion. 
Lightly saute '/4 pound sliced bacon. In a 
skillet melt 1 tablespoon butter. Add 
leeks, onions, bacon and drippings and 
cook until lightly browned. 


Put 2 quarts chicken stock in a large 


saucepan and add the leek-onion-bacon 
mixture. Add Vi pound diced white po- 
tatoes. Cook 20 to 25 minutes then add l 
pint whole milk. 1 pint half and half. 
Heat thoroughly but do not let soup boll. 


Season to taste with salt and pepper. 
Serves 12 


ANOTHER FAMOUS soup from the 


Southeast is that made with Virginia pea- 
nuts at the Roanoke Hotel in Roanoke, 
Va In a pan melt % pound butter then 
add 1 small onion diced and 2 branches 
celery diced. Saute for 5 minutes but 
don't brown. 


Add 3 tablespoons flour and mix well. 


Blend in 2 quarts hot chicken broth and 
cook for 30 minutes. Remove from heat 
and strain. To the strained liquid add 1 
pint peanut butter, 1/3 teaspoon celery 
salt, 1 teaspoon salt and 1 tablespoon 
fresh lemon juice. 


Cook slowly until very hot, stirring un- 


til peanut butter is dissolved. Just before 
serving, top with % cup ground un- 
roasted peanuts. Serves 12.

Add 2 tablespoons 
flour, bouillon, salt and the tomato paste. 
Simmer, scraping up pan drippings, for 
several minutes. 


Add sour cream slowly, stirring con- 


stantly. Simmer, but do not boil, for two 
minutes. Add meat, onions and mush- 
rooms and simmer over low heat for 2 or 
3 more minutes. Serve immediately over 
cooked noodles (about 8 ounces.) Serves 
4.

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Sister Virginia 


A nun who speaks out 


by MONICA WILCH 


How do you picture a modern Roman 


Catholic nun? Wearing street clothes — 
obviously — but leading a picket line on 
behalf of migrant farm workers? Ad- 
dressing a state senate? Working a pre- 
cinct for the Democratic party? 


The church has come a long way dur- 


ing the career of Sister Virginia Ster- 
bick, who is currently serving as execu- 
tive secretary to the president of St. Via- 
tor High School, Brother Leo Ryan. 


There was a time when her superior 


considered it "unthinkable" that she 
serve as secretary to the dean of men on 
a college campus. Now, Sr. Virginia's 
distinction as the first nun to be secre- 
tary to a men's religious order pales in 
comparison with her many political and 
social achievements, including those 
above. 


"Religious leaders have been isolated 


from the world," she charges. She advo- 
cates getting out there "where the ac- 
tion is" and learning and accomplishing 
things through first-hand experience. 


A PROFESSOR of sociology, political 


science and journalism before accepting 
this position, Sr. Virginia made the 
street, the city hall, the political rally 
her classroom. She always urged her stu- 
dents to take part in political activities, 
and set the example herself. 


She recalled a rally in defense of Cesar 


Chavez' farm workers' union in her 
home state of Washington, during which 
she confronted members of the Califor- 
nia Chamber of Commerce who had trav- 
eled there to defend the growers. 


"I believe that I must raise my voice 


against social injustice or I am contrib- 
uting to social violence," she declares. 
"Our social institutions won't survive if 
people don't understand and take part in 
social change." 


But, "the church has dragged its feet 


on issues of socal injustice," she be- 
lieves. She noted that there is "a terrible 


amount of apathy" among the people, as 
well as opposition to change. 


"CHANGE COMES hard when people 


are rutted. They are not going to be con- 
cerned." 


And since institutions such as the 


church are composed of people, people 
must change in order to change the in- 
stitutions. 


"We need true charismatic leadership" 


to bring this about, she believes. 


Asked if her rote within the church and 


her political beliefs ever conflict, she 
said she has never been in a position of 
being opposed by the church hierarchy, 
but often disagrees with Catholic lay 
people and they with her. 


In her efforts to help the migrant farm 


workers, she was joined by a priest who 
actively took the migrant workers' side 
against the will of his congregation. He 
was rewarded with a considerable drop 
in the collection plate, she said. 


Similarly, she said the Conference of 


Catholic Women 
opposes the 
Equal 


Rights Amendment, "but I don't have to 
subscribe to that." To claims that it will 
break up the family, she replies, "As far 
as I can see, it won't do this." 


TO SR. VIRGINIA, women's liberation 


means "liberating a woman to be a 
woman." She doesn't believe that a wo- 
man's place is only in the home. 


"We have educated women who can be 


social catalysts. They have civic and so- 
cial duties. More should run for office 
and for school boards." 


"I would like to see a woman's caucus 


here in Arlington Heights," she declared. 


"I am a nun, but I am also a woman — 


what about us? Aren't we going to be 
counted? Woman should get into the are- 
na — she owes that to society." 


Again discussing the foot-dragging of 


the church on the matter of allowing 
women to participate more, Sr. Virginia 
pointed out that "the church has been 
impregnated with western culture and 
has been thoroughly male-dominated. We 
have been so glued to this cultural tradi- 


tion that we haven't taken a look at it 
from a historical perspective." 


NOTING THAT the newest cardinals 


appointed in the Catholic Church "are all 
much younger," she said, "This is good. 
We need young blood." She also would 
like to see more young women take part 
in politics. 


"The changes that come from my gen- 


eration are not going to be radical 
enough," she said. 


The first nun in the Pacific Northwest 


to be a Newspaper Fund Fellow, Sr. Vir- 
ginia is also very much concerned about 
recent threats to the freedom of the 
press. 


"What will happen to the public?" she 


demands. "Who's getting the power?" 


And that incisive query — besides ex- 


posing the gut issue of the freedom of 
press conflict — typifies Sr. Virginia's 
philosophy. Possessing a keen com- 
prehension of the nature of power in poli- 
tics and government, she constantly 
asks, in every issue, "Where does the 
power lie? Who is powerful here, and 
how can he be reached? " 


"YOU HAVE TO have contacts," she 


declares very pragmatically. "You have 
to find out who has power and who 
knows him." 


Half of the battle, she observes, is 


"getting the right people into power," 
and for this reason she insists that 
"strong political science courses are 
needed in high school — expecially now 
that students have the vote." 


But there is another key element to her 


philosophy of power — the moral use of 
power. 


"It takes only a few evil but powerful 


people to gain control over the masses of 
apathetic good people," she believes. 


The moral use of power is not some- 


thing that could be grappled with very 
readily in a convent. That's why Sr. Ster- 
bick only sleeps there. And she rejoices 
over the renewal in the church, sparked 
by Pope John, that allows each sister to 
use her talents to optimum capacity. 


"WHERE THE ACTION IS" — that's 
where Sister Virginia Sterbick likes to 
be. Right now, she believes the ac- 
tion to be centered in the office of 
Brother Leo Ryan, president of St. Vi- 


ator High School. So, she has come 
from Tacoma, Wash., to be his secre- 
tary during this period of innovation 
at the school.

HAIFA, Israel (UPI) - A woman 


leads Israel, girls in khaki senre the 
Army to keep its defenses strong, and 
the archives display pictures of women 
rubbing shoulders with men to get the 
milk and honey flowing from the swamps 
and sands of Palestine. 


A glance might indicate a feminist 


fairyland and of boy-girl equality where 
man not only brings home the bacon but 
cooks it and the woman not only keeps 
house but builds it. 


A myth, said Mrs. Marcia Freedman 


— at 34, wife, mother, doctoral candidate 
in philosophy, feminist. 


Eight women gathered in Mrs. Freed- 


man's living room a year ago and 
launched a feminist movement that, 
though wobbly, is intent on convincing 
the female 52 per cent of Israel's popu- 
lation of three million that the men have 
it too good. 


It's called "Women for a Better 


Society." Its Hebrew acronym means 
"we shall fight." 


"The type of equality that once existed 


here is terribly exaggerated," Mrs. 
Freedman said. "The woman's role has 
been mythicized, though it did start out 


really as much more of an egalitarian 
society." 


AN EXAMPLE of the myth she said, is 


the story of how the men and women 
sweated side by side building the coun- 
try's first roads. "The truth," she said, 
"is that the women swept away the peb- 
bles after the men did the real work." 


Though there are smaller groups in Tel 


Aviv and Jerusalem, the hub of the fe- 
minist movement is hi this northern port 
city where the houses overlook Haifa 
Bay from pillared perches on crowded 
Mt. Carmel. Mrs. Freedman estimated 
there were between 100 to 150 hardcore 
women's liberationism in Israel. 


In the feminists' view, the girls who 


serve the compulsory 20 months in the 
armed forces are a far cry from the 
dime novel beauties with black eyes and 
raven hair who can draw an Uzi subma- 
chinegun faster than a housewife can 
whip out her eggbeater. 


Nowadays, the girls are confined to 


desks, operate switchboards and run er- 
rands. They do not carry guns except in 
parades.

Land leasing can cut cost of a home

costs about $27.400, up 92,200 in the last 
year alone, and difficult to find even at 
that price in many areas of the country. 


A house costing well below that aver- 


age is needed by many families If they 
are to join the ranks of homeowners. 
Robert H. Wlnnerman, chairman of U. S. 
Home Corp., one of the nation's largest 
on-site homebuilders, says new design 
concepts and innovative home financing 
plans are being developed to help meet 
that need. 


ONE WHICH Winnerman feels will be 


used increasingly is the land lease, com- 
mon in Hawaii, but little known in the 
continental United States. He looks for 
more and more leasing programs as land 
becomes harder to find — and more ex- 
pensive. 


Leasing, rather than buying land, Win- 


nerman explains, allows a builder to 
make a significant reduction in one of 
housing's most expensive components. 
Land, he said, may account for as much 
as 25 per cent of the total package cost 
of a house or condominium. 


In some cases, he said, leasing can 


produce land for housing that would not 
otherwise be available. 


"We have experienced situations where 


an owner would not sell land to a build- 
ing company but would lease it on a 
long-term basis," he said. "In these 
cases, a company can produce housing 
that simply wouldn't be possible any 
other way." 


While young people «nd older couples 


have shown a willingness to accept land 


leasing, many families in the in-between 
age group resist it, Winnerman said. 


"Changing man's desire to own land is 


similar to telling Californians to use 
mass transportation — not their own 
cars," he said. "You are asking people 
to change accepted traditions, and it 
may take some time." 


HOWEVER, HE SAID, "there's no 


doubt leasing allows a family to have 
more home, more quickly arid for less 
money." 


Homebuyers, Winnerman said, are 


pleasantly surprised to discover that a 
leasing program allows them to buy a 
condominium villa at Mission Hills in 
Clearwater, Fla., for less than $14,000, 
including carpeting, all major appli- 
ances, air conditioning, carport, storage 
area and recreational facilities. A two- 
bedroom, two-bath unit in the same de- 
velopment costs $17,500. 


Owners, he explained, are offered a 90- 


year lease on the land for less than $15 a 
month. Triplex and fourplex homes — 


where three or four units are attached so 
that the total unit resembles a large, 
sprawling split-level ranch home — are 
design concepts that are helping to 
make home ownership possible in the un- 
der $27,000 price range, Winnerman said. 


Attached housing, Winnerman said, of- 


fers an opportunity to save on construc- 
tion costs, while placing more units per 
acre, without overcrowding. 


"THE FACT THAT a triplex or four- 


plex looks like a large country home is 
tremendously important to people who 
want that kind of single-family living but 
simply can't afford it," he said. U.S. 
Home, he said, was one of the first build- 
ers to place triplex homes in the planned 
community of Columbia, Md., where 
they gained almost immediate accept- 
ance. 


Less expensive and better land man- 


agement is an additional important bene- 
fit of plex housing, he said. 


Winnerman suggests, too, that new 


means of home financing be developed to 


help the growing number of young people 
in search of homes. "Today's young fam- 
ilies face a tough squeeze," he said. 
"They need the most home while the 
families are growing — but that'i the 
time when they can least afford large, 
expensive mortgages." 


He suggests a sliding-scale mortgage 


that would be based on a young man's 
potential earning capability. He feels, 
too, longer mortgages, perhaps as long 
as 50 years, should be used. 


"THE SELLING PRICE of a home 


isn't really the critical thing to young 
families seeking a place to set their roots 
and raise their families," Winnerman ob- 
served. "What is important is how much 
it costs per month to pay the mortgage 
and taxes." 


He said a million young people are 


joining the housing market each year 
and now make up more than 40 per cent 
of the entire home market. 


"We've got to be responsive to their 


needs," he said. 


thinks the best way to change things in 
favor of women is through legislation. 


"There's room for every possible level 


of action," Mrs. Freedman said. "I get 
very angry about the subordination of 
women to men." 


TO HER, one of the most glaring ex- 


amples of inequality in Israeli society is 
the 42 per cent average annual wage dif- 
ferential between the sexes that prevents 
more than 30 per cent of the female pop- 
ulation from joining the work force.

Particularly irking to Mrs. Alterman is 


the law that prevents women from re- 
turning to work for three months after 
they have given birth. 


"Some of the tax laws are just as exas- 


perating for the feminists," Mrs. Alter- 
man said. Example: 


Though a husband and wife can file a 


joint income tax return, it is signed only 
by the husband. His wife cannot even 
look at the return without his permission. 


IN A NATION where there is no sepa- 


ration of church and state, the feminists 
are not even at the point of considering 
what to do about the ancient Jewish laws 
that in some cases nearly everyone ad- 
mits harshly discriminate against women 
and make them little better off than the 
subservient grape peelers of harem days. 
One Rabbinical Law, for example, says 
that a woman whose husband has died 
must be given to her ex-husband's broth- 
er. 


Since the law is not practiced in that -j 


form these days, the tradition never- 
' 


theless remains and in some cases, the 
feminists say, has led to extortion of 
money from the widow by her brother-in- 
law as a payoff. 


But all is not dim, Mrs. Freedman con- 


cedes. 


Unlike the movement in the United 


States that must strive to convince a 
huge audience, Israel is smaller and its 
society is founded on socialist principles 
that include egalitarianism. 


"There is a notion of women's rights 


here, and the oldtime feminists who 
came here when this was Palestine 
though old, are still alive," Mrs. Freed- 
man said.

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Home buyer's guide 


Be realistic when house hunting 


by DOROTHEA M. BROOKS 


NEW YORK (UPI)-There's more to 


buying a houM than a few Sunday drives 
to look at all the lovely homes you'd like 
to own. 


If yours is one of the thousands of fam- 


ilies that will buy a new home this year, 
you should give careful study to all the 
factors involved in buying and owning a 
house, advises Prentice-Hall publishers 
in a guide to home buying by the editors 
of its Money Letter. 


"Mouse-hunting requires you to be not 


only cautious, but realistic," say the edi- 
tors. "Few people ever get exactly what 
they want in a home purchase. Some- 
where along the line you may have to 
make compromises, and you shouldn't 
expect to score 100 per cent on all 
counts." 


However, the following tips should help: 
S T A R T I N G , realistically, with fi- 


nance, the rule of thumb is you should 
not buy a home costing more than 2Vi 
times your annual income. The Idea here 
is if you exceed this ratio, your carrying 
charges, mortgage payments, taxes in- 
surance, etc., probably will exceed your 
ability to pay. 


A mortgage generally requires pay- 


ment of interest and principal in monthly 
Installments. Under most present-day 
home financing plans mortgages are self- 
liquidating — fully paid off during the 
period of the mortgage contract. 


Mortgage interest payments, and the 


real estate taxes which every home- 
owner pays, based on the assessed value 
of his home, are tax deductible which 
means a substantial savings on federal 
and state income taxes. 


In considering a community in which 


to live It is important to determine what 
the real estate tax picture is. In some 
new or expanding areas, where taxes 
may be low or moderate now, there 
could be sharp tax increases in the fu- 
ture as new schools, fire equipment, po- 
lice and other community services are 
required. It is wise to allow some lee- 
way in your budget In any event since, 
even in established communities, the 
trend of taxes is upward. 


YOU MUST ALLOW for insurance 


against fire, and loss caused by wind, 
falling objects and other acts of nature, 
and for liability Insurance which protect* 
you against your own negligence as a 
homeowner. 


Reasonable allowance should be made 


In your calculations for utilities — elec- 
tricity, gas, heating fuel and telephone 
charges — and for regular maintenance 
of your property. 


Whether you should buy a new ready- 


built home, an older one, or have yours 
custom built depends upon personal pref- 
erence, 
circumstances 
and financial 


means. 


New homes, according to Prentice- 


Hall, if weli designed and well built usu- 
ally represent the best in space utili- 
zation and layout. The reasons for not 
buying a new home generally are econo- 
mic ones. 


Many families have no choice but to 


look for older dwellings when they can 
find nothing In a new home within their 
means. On the other hand, some families 
prefer older homes that are in good 
shape. Some offer far more space, estab- 
lished landscaping, choice location. 


PRENTICE-HALL warns, however, 


unless you know something about build- 
Ing construction and costs of renovation, 
it's unwise to buy an older home without 
having it checked over by a professional. 
The fee Involved will be money well 
spent. 


Many people prefer a home custom- 


built to their specifications usually work- 
ing with an architect on their own land. 


The chief advantage is they get exactly 


what they want In the way of layout and 
design in the location of their choice. The 
chief drawback Is the danger of running 
into "extras" — costs you had not count- 
ed on. generally because of changes in 
the original plans. In having a home 
built, you must rely to a large degree on 
the integrity of the builder and it is es- 
sential his reputation be checked care- 
fully, with local authorities and with per- 
sons for whom he has built homes. 


It Is wise also to have the details of 


home purchase checked by your attorney 
— before you sign anything. 


Following is a checklist of points to 


consider in Inspecting possible homes: 


NEIGHBORHOOD AND COMMUNITY 
—Is property accessible to shops, 


schools, churches, amusements? 


—Is public transportation system ade- 


quate for your needs? 


—Do local zoning regulations provide 


adequate protection? You wouldn't want 
a factory to go up on the vacant lot next 
door. 


—Does the community have a thriving 


business district? 


—Is there adequate police and fire pro- 


tection; satisfactory sanitation service? 


SITE AND HOUSE 


—Is the site on grade? Does it present 


anv drainage problems? 


—Are street utilities-water, sewer, gas, 


electricity - Installed and paid for? 


-Is the street paved? U not, what 


might future assessments be? 


—Would you need to spend much for 


landscaping or other improvements? 


—Is land value more than 20 per cent 


of purchase price? It shouldn't be unless 
there are definite advantages to make up 
for the relatively high price. 


—Is the layout suitable for your pur- 


pose without extensive alteration? 


—Does the house have enough rooms 


— particularly bedrooms and any special 
rooms you may require such as family or 
play room, office space for a family 
member who works at home? Are rooms 
large enough? How about bathrooms? 


—Are closets and storage space ade- 


quate? 


—Is there adequate provision for prop- 


er drainage from roof gutters? 


THE NEW HOME 


Items to be checked in new or relative- 


ly new homes include: 


—Exterior wall and roof insulation. 
-Sufficient electrical service and out- 


lets. 


—Adequate heating system. 
—Brass or copper plumbing. 
—Durable gutters and leaders. 


—Ceramic tile or other durable easy- 


maintenance finish. 


—Screens and storm windows.

Call the 
US Forest Service in your state and 
find out what they are spraying Ask If 
they are using phenoxy herbicides, then 
Insist on a copy of the «xact chemicals 
used Ask if they are filing Impact state- 
ments prior to spraying, and request 
copies, this will be a start. 


'THE LIARS AND arrogant men in the 


forestry service of our state (Arizona) 
have been replaced by men of honor be- 
cause we demanded it They hand cut 
our mountain this year and last instead 
of using chemicals 


After you have read this note, say to 


yourself "I can do sometlng to help " 
Pick out one thing that you are going to 
do to stop this chemical madness, then 
stay with it till you win." 


Anyone listening out there? You people 


at Pollution and Environmental prob- 
lems' Housewives? Nature-lovers? Our 
local Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict, 536 N. Harlem, River Forest, BI. 
(CO 1-8400), is in charge of spraying 
our woods. Are you interested in what 
they will be using coming spring? Maybe 
a call would be informative. 


AND WHILE WE are on the subject of 


pesticides, remember that you can spray 
with harmless dormant oil now on trees 
and shrubs which will smother scale and 
other egg masses overwintering in the 
garden. This way you will eliminate the 
problem of cankerworms, aphids, gypsy 
moths, tent caterpillars, and scale in- 
sects so there will be no need to use dan- 
gerous pesticides when the warm weath- 
er comes Apply oils when the tempera- 
ture is between 40 and 65 degrees and on 
a clear dry day so the oil can dry rapid- 
ly

Consumers are being urged by the 


Federal Trade Commission to send in a 
list of the 20 food items they consider 
most important on their monthly shop- 
ping list. This information will be used 
by the FTC in its current campaign to 
discover whether supermarkets claiming 
"the lowest prices in town" are engaging 
in false or deceptive advertising. 


Last month the FTC announced its 


plans to survey food prices and to pub- 
lish this data twice a month. The high, 
low, and middle prices of each food item 
surveyed will be listed. 


The consumer shopping lists will be 


used to determine which food items to 
include on these surveys. The surveys 
are designed to aid the FTC's enforce- 
ment staff in detecting cases of deceptive 
advertising and to help consumers to 
make choices among competing super- 
markets.

If you buy merchandise from a mall 


order firm using only a Pout Office box 
number, you can now find out the ad- 
dress and phone number of the firm 
from your local postmaster. 


In the past, consumers have had diffi- 


culty communicating with such firms 
when dissatisfied with merchandise, or 
when they failed to receive it. If the com- 
pany did not respond to letters sent to 
the box number, there was no other way 
to contact the firm.

With some exceptions, the Guild 
cast, while adequate, doesn't measure 
up, but I think many amateur actors 
wouldn't.

Gallagher as the dead man's father-in- 
law, June Love as Magda Svenson, his 
housekeeper, and Henry Ralston as Si- 
gurd Jungquist, his secretary, impressed 
me as most at ease in their roles.

State only pays half of operating costs 
Omni-House will seek funds from area 


If Omni-House: Youth Services Bureau 


in Wheeling is to continue to operate, 
area residents are going to have to dig 
down deep in their pockets. 


The counseling center, established a 


year ago, serves Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove, parts of Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect, unincorporated Pros- 
pect Heights and some areas of unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township. 


The financial support of these commu- 


nities is vital to the future of the organi- 
zation that operates out of a remodeled 
storefront at 516 N. Milwaukee Ave. 


The Dist. 21 school board last week 


agreed to again act as sponsor for Omni- 
House in their application for refunding 
by the Illinois Law Enforcement Com- 
mission (ILEC). The application process 
takes about nine months. 


THE 165,629 Omni-House hopes to re- 


ceive from the ILEC will cover about 
half the projected operating costs of the 
agency. The rest of the money will have 
to come from contributions. 


The Omni-House staff began a fund- 


raising campaign in January. They have 
collected nearly $12,726 from local PTAs, 
churches, social service clubs, business 


and professional people and foundations. 


Beause ILEC funds for the agency 


will not be available after next year, 
Digre said the current fund drive is 
doubly important. The staff is hoping to 
build a broad base of long-range finan- 
cial support. 


"We want to get some money lined up 


now so- that we can continue to stay 
around after ILEC drops out of the pic- 
ture," Digre said. "Our goal is not to be 
in the community for one or two years, 
but for 30 or 40 years." 


IN JANUARY, Omni-House officials 


turned down a $2,000 donation from the 
owners of the Cheetah II in Half Day, a 
nightclub that features nude dancers. 


The officials claimed the owners of the 


club were trying to use the Omni-House 
name for publicity. They did not want 
the name of the agency connected with 
the nightclub business. 


Digre is pleased with the results of 


fund-raising efforts so far. He feels the 
contributions indicate the community be- 
lieves in the value of the kinds of ser- 
vices Omni-House provides toToeal teen- 
agers. 


"The response has just been over- 


whelming," Digre commented. "I've 
never seen a relatively moderate-sized 
youth-serving agency raise so much in 
such a short time." 


Omni-House is one of 14 Illinois Youth 


Services Bureaus funded by the ILEC. 
According to Digre, the local agency, 
which is one of the younger bureaus, is 
number two in the number of referrals. 


ABOUT 35 PER CENT of the referrals 


come from law enforcement agencies, 34 
per cent from schools, 20 per cent are 
self-referrals and the rest come from 
parents and the hotline counseling ser- 
vice. 


As a measure of the success of Omni- 


House workers in helping adolescents 
find solutions to their problems, Digre 
said the rearrest rate for all referrals 
has averaged about 5 per cent. The ILEC 
considers a rate of 15 per cent good.

'Superblock' plans revealed

Des Plaines redevelopment officials 


unveiled the latest plans for a downtown 
"superblock" last night with city offi- 
cinls in a meeting that was closed to the 
public. 


More than 60 persons were invited, in- 


cluding members of the zoning board of 
appeals, the plan commission and the 
city council received a dinner briefing on 
downtown development plans from the 
project's developer at the Camelot res- 
taurant, 1750 S. Elmhurst Rd. 


The meeting was held after Herald 


press time. 


James Paroubek, president of Des 


Plaines Redevelopment Association, Inc., 
refused yesterday to name the project 
developer or to admit the public to the 
meeting. "No newspapers — no one ex- 
cept city officials," he said. 


In a press release, he said "long-await- 


ed plans for a 'superblock' will be un- 
veiled later this month. In i private 
meeting with Des Plaines Redevelop- 
ment and city officials, a developer told 
what would be required from the city in 
the way of zoning variations and park- 
ing." 


THE DEVELOPMENT group is ex- 


pected to seek a zoning board hearing 
next month. City officials told the Herald 
yesterday that a petition filed next week 
could lead to a public hearing by late 
April. 


First phase project development is ex- 


pected to include a two-story shopping 
mall and office tower in the south half of 
the downtown block bounded by Lee, El- 
linwood and Center streets and Prairie 
Avenue. 


Completion of the tint phase is ex- 


pected two years after the project be- 
gins.

The state law requires public bodies 


such as the city council, zoning board 
and ptan commission to meet in public 
with specific exemptions such as the dis- 
cussion of real estate purchasing. 


Legal experts said despite the presence 


of the members of those government 
bodies and the discussion of matters of 
public interest, the session could not be 
considered an official meeting of the 
agencies involved.

Plans for a proposed $10 million 
center, including a 40,000 sq. ft. air con- 
ditioned'mall, and 130,000 sq. ft. of rental 
space on two floors, were presented to 
the city council in August 1969. In May, 
1971, Architect Dennis Stevens predicted 
construction in spring 1972. Paroubek 
predicted, in January, 1972, a construc- 
tion date "within a week." 


The development ties with construction 


of parking lots and street changes by the 
city. Des Plaines opened a 125-car Ellin- 
wood Street parking lot last fall and the 
city engineering department is com- 
pleting plans for widening of Prairie as 
a mall entrance.

SPYRISON COULD not say what the 


items were but added that a wage agree- 
ment has yet to be reached. 


He also discounted a Feb. 16 Herald 


report quoting another CCPA source that 
union bargainers would not settle for 
anything less than a 5.5 per cent wage 
hike. He declined to say how much of a 
hike the CCPA is now asking. 


A city negotiating team offered the pa- 


trolmen a 3.1 per cent raise at a first 
round of wage talks Jan. 22 when CCPA 
bargainers countered by asking a 10 per 


cent hike. The city however, offered then 
a 4.25 per cent boost at a November ses- 
sion.

Barring press called 'shocking' 
Closed meeting rapped by candidates 


Two mayoral candidates 
yesterday 


criticized the closed meeting last night of 
the Des Plaines City Council and down- 
town redevelopment officials. 


"I can't see any reason why the press 


shouldn't be there," David Wolf said in 
response to a question at a press confer- 
ence. 


Mayoral candidate Burton Kosmen 


said the decision to bar the press from 
the meeting with city officials was 
"shocking. I'm on record against abso- 
lutely all secrecy. If it has anything to do 
with rezoning or other ancillary ques- 
tions, the small homeowners and the 
public in general should know about 
these things." 


WOLF, WHO MET with reporters In 


his campaign headquarters at 1630 Miner 
St., said he is not against downtown re- 
development but feels such meetings 
should be open "especially when public 
officials are deliberating." 


"I think that an issue such as down- 


town redevelopment should be publicized 
so that the whole community can be 
aware of what the plans are. I think 
through free and objective reporting, 
that's how people become informed," 
said Wolf, of 674 Laurel Ave. 


Kosmen, of 709 S. River Rd., said the 


city and the Des Plaines Redevelopment 
Assn., a private group of businessmen 
and property owner?, have kept their 
plans from the public. 


"The redevelopment association cant 


keep insisting that redevelopment is in 
the best interests of the citizens of Des 
Plaines and then hold secret and private 
meetings from which the press and the 
public are excluded," he said in response 
to a question from a Herald reporter. 


KOSMEN NOTED that he and a citi- 


zens group he organized, the Citizens Ac- 
tion Committee, helped block acquisition 
by the city of forest preserve land 
needed for an overpass at River Road 
and Miner Street. 


"It was only through the help of the 


press that I was able to accomplish these 
things," he said. 


Mayor-Herbert Behrel, who is opposed 


by Wolf and Kosmen in his bid for a fifth 
term, said the decision to-close the meet* 


ing to the press and public was made by 
James Paroubek, head of the redevelop* 
ment association. 


"Let them criticize Mr. Paroubek, not 


me ... I didn't call the meeting. I was 
invited and I'm sure going. I see nothing 
wrong with it. They're not a public body. 
They can meet and invite anybody they 
want," said Behrel. 


Asked to the meeting were members of 


city council, the zoning board of appeals, 
the city plan commission and other city 
officiate. 


The redevelopment association was ex* 


pected to unveil its latest plans for a 
downtown "superblock" and discuss 
measures needed from the city for ita 
development.

The Equal Rights Amendment and day 


care have been weighing heavily on my 
mind recently. Both seem to be facing 
storms of controversy and 1 feel caught 
up in both issues. 


My mother brought over a profes- 


sionally-printed newsletter published and 
distributed by an Illinois woman who is 
vehemently opposed to the ERA. She 
plunked it on my coffee table, ordered 
me to read it and suggested I think over 
the points before I take such a firm 
stand in favor of the "anti-woman" bill. 


So I did. 
The newsletter contained some of the 


same arguments against ERA that I've 
been reading since the bill was proposed 
in Congress. In essence, the publication 
said: today the ERA, tomorrow the de- 
struction of the family, loss of feminin- 
ity, draft for women, forced labor and 
governmental control of children. 


THE FAMILY would be destroyed for 


the same reason women would automati- 
cally lose their femininity should ERA be 
ratified by the states. Men would no 
longer respect women if 
they were 


equal; husbands would begin placing le- 
gally condoned but unreasonable de- 
mands on their wives (such as providing 
SO per cent of the family's income); 
wives would counter thaw demands with 
equally unreasonable, yet legally accept- 
ed, demands on their husbands. Thus the 
destruction of family life as we know it 
and a unisex society with vicious male 
set 
a g a i n s t e q u a l l y vicious- 


ally vicious female. 


Whatever happened to good old com- 


mon sense? Can anyone really accept 
this spoonfed propaganda? 


Take a good look at society — attitudes 


and lifestyles are changing, and have 
been changing, all the time. When the 
black movement was at Its height, all of 
America experienced change. Now tbat 
the woman's movement has hit Its peak 
(with some saying the peak is already 
passed), more societal changes are being 
made. 


The ERA simply reflects some of those 


changes, calling for equality under the 
law. And it in no way touches upon what 
happens between a man and a woman in 
their personal relationship. Women are 
allowed to be women in whatever way 
they want; it is the same for men. 


The ERA'S making women eligible for 


the draft is an issue that can't be duck- 
ed Advocates of the bill often point out 
that the draft will be dissolved anyway, 
so why worry. The other side says it 
hasn't ended yet, so you better worry. 


FOR ME IT boils down to a simple 


yes, women will be eligible if the draft 


remains. And rightfully so. 


Whether or not women will ever serve 


in combat will be up to the powers that 
be In the Armed Services. It Is probable 
America's war powers will never put a 
gun in the hand of a lady and send her 
out to the enemy. 


What is more likely, should the draft 


continue, is that women would be drafted 
and placed in clerical jobs, nursing units 
or any other position in which women 
are now serving. 


1 wouldn't want to have been drafted 


when I was 18 but then neither did any of 
the young men I knew. I wouldn't want 
my daughter drafted if I had one, but 
then I hope my sons never face that pos- 
sibility. Those who have wanted to join 
have joined — both women and men. 


WOULD THE ERA force women into 


Jobs? Would it trigger governmentally- 
controlled day care centers to care for 
all the children of these working moth- 
ers? 


I just can't see it. The amendment is 


short and to the point. It calls for only 
equal rights for women under the law not 
for mandatory employment or child 
care. 


Take a look at the Illinois statutes. 


How would they change? Hardly at all. 
Read them (they are listed In the bib- 
liography under "Women."). At this time 
in nearly every statute women and men 
are treated equally. Every law in 'the 
chapters on Husband and Wife, Mar- 
riage, Dower and Divorce applies equal- 
ly to men and women. 


I think the argument that law hi Illi- 


nois will change drastically is an un- 
founded statement. I'd like someone to 
prove it to me as all of the research I 
have done winds up the same. 


THE NEW ILLINOIS Constitution con- 


tains an article almost identical to the 
ERA. The state guarantees equal rights 
to women and the people of Illinois voted 
in favor of that article when they voted 
in favor of the Constitution. 


Isn't it strange: the President of the 


United States, the Congress of this coun- 
try and both the former and present gov- 
ernors of Illinois have verbally supported 
the ERA; the Democratic and Republi- 
can parties favored the amendment in 
their party platforms prior to last year's 
election; the Illinois Legislature is func- 
tioning under a constitution which they 
have sworn to uphold which contains an 
equal rights for women clause. 


With all those people for it, who can be 


against it? 


Not me.

Two years ago 
he served on the site selection committee 
for the new Northeast City College in 
Chicago. 


Flynn received a law degree in August 


and will soon take bar exams. His wife is 
a former teacher at East Maine Ele- 
mentary School Dist.

Flynn did not appear before the Oakton 


Community College Convention, an unof- 
ficial caucus group. "I do not believe in 
seeking endorsements from caucuses," 
said Flynn.

City*s S10 new car tax dropped 
Tax repealed in name only 


Although Des Plaines has repealed its 


never-collected $10 new car tax, the 
move won't save the new car buyer here 
any money. 


The city approved the tax, similar to a 


$10 levy in Cook County, a year ago. The 
city repealed the tax Feb. 20 after the 
Illinois Supreme Court approved double 
taxing of new car purchases by the city 
and county. 


Since its enactment in January, the 


new car sales tax has brought in over a 
million dollars — money which will now 
go from a special escrow holding account 
into the Cook County treasury. 


The car tax money has been held in 


escrow pending a legal battle between 
the county, the Village of Arlington 
Heights and several other municipalities 
that claimed the new Illinois constitution 
empowered them to preempt the coun- 
ty's tax with one of their own. 


THE VILLAGE carried its point to the 


Illinois Supreme Court but has now ex- 
hausted its appeals and is expected to 
repeal its tax ordinance. 


Although the court rulings did put new 


car buyers in jeopardy of paying a 
double tax — $10 to Cook County and $10 
to the municipality — a dual tax was 
never collected. 


Instead the $10 per new car sale was 


held in a special court-ordered escrow 


Apartment zoning rejected 


account until the legal challenge was set- 
tled. 


It was estimated that the $10 tax would 


have brought an additional $100,000 to the 
Village of Arlington Heights. But that 
money, along with taxes on new vehicles 
sold elsewhere throughout Cook County, 
now will go to the county. 


A COUNTY treasury official said yes- 


tax $543,000 was collected on new car 
sales, $598,000 on new trailer sales, 
$133,375 on new truck sales and $2,766 on 
new motorcycle sales. 


But even beyond the revenue loss, the 


new car tax decision is a setback to mu- 
nicipal home rule powers. 


The cities had argued that wording in 


the new constitution which states "if a 
home rule county ordinance conflicts 
with an ordinance of a municipality, the 
municipal ordinance shall prevail within 
its jurisdiction" effectively nullified the 
county tax ordinance. 


The Des Plaines Zoning Board of Ap- 


peals Tuesday unaimously rejected plans 
for a 10-story apartment building at 738 
Graceland Ave.

But Rawson said owners of the 
structure could not restrict the $225- 
a-month one-bedroom apartments to the 
elderly.

State approval for the construction of a 


branch of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's 
Medical Center in Schaumburg was an- 
nounced yesterday by hospital officials.

Henry J. Buhrmann, administrator of 


the Schaumburg facility, made the an- 
nouncement at a press conference at the 
Sheraton-Walden Hotel. He said the med- 
ical center had received notification of 
the 
lllli»ia Department of Public 


Health's approval of the request for an 
initial operating permit Monday. 


The announcement came about six 


weeks earlier than had been expected. 
The Illinois Hospital Licensing Board 
voted In January to defer action on the 
request until the results of planning 
study being prepared for the Northwest 
Cook County Health Care Needs Study 
committee was completed. 


BUHRMANN and Archibald McKiitLy, 


RPSL director of communication and de- 
velopment, Mid they were encouraged 
by the licensing's board's approval. 


Buhrmann said state approval of the 


project means the medical center can 
now "begin to get on with the devel- 
opment of the hospital and speed up ac- 
tivities greatly."

offer emergency treatment. 


He said if the hospital decides to go 


ahead with that plan the timetable for 
opening of that first phase would take 
about' 18 months. He did not indicate 
when a decision on the modular construc- 
tion concept would be made. 


BUHRMANN also reiterated the RPSL 


position on several of aspects of the hos- 
pital which have been the center of con- 
troversy for several months. 


He said architects have assured him 


sufficient water retention could be pro- 
vided on the site to ensure none of the 
neighboring residential areas would be 
flooded. He added that the 20-acre site 
would also be more than adequate for 
any future expansion. 


Hospital critics have claimed the site

Village fire protection contracts with 


homes and businesses run from Nov. 1 of 
one year through Oct. 31 of the next 
year. According to the newly-approved 
contract, the trailer park owners will pay 
a prorated amount of $1,875 for the nine 
months between Feb. 1 and Oct. 31 of 
this year. 


THE CONTRACT, which terminates 


Oct. 
31, 1977, contains an escalator 


clause (effective in 1974) that will in- 
crease the payment to the village by 5 
percent a year or by the increase in the 
'consumer price index, whichever is 
greater. 


Broken down on a per trailer basis, the 


park owners will pay approximately 
$14.70 per trailer for about 170 trailers in 
the park until the payment is increased 
by the escalator clause in 1974. 


The contract also stipulates that the 


park will give the village a trailer, worth 
$6,000, on execution of the agreement. 
The trustees made no decision as to how 
the trailer would be used. 


The village may terminate the agree- 


ment on 30 days notice if the owners fail 
to meet the payments for service. 


The trailers at the mobile home park 


were protected in the past under an 
agreement between the village and the 
late owner, Lewis Gauger. The protec- 
tion was provided by the village in ex- 
change for the use of a mobile home 
trailer, which was first used as a tem- 
porary fire station and later for the Com- 
munity Service hotline, a telephone crisis 
intervention center, 


THE NEW OWNERS of the park were 


unable to reach an agreement with the 
village, and the village returned the 
trailer to the park in December. Fire 
and ambulance service was suspended to 
the residents for nearly four weeks in 
January, but was restored Jan. 29 when 
negotiations on the contract resumed. 


Only 2% hours before village fire pro- 


tection was discontinued on Jan. 3 a 
blaze destroyed a trailer, causing $5,000 
damage. Two occupants of the trailer es- 
caped injury. 


Charged with filing 
fake tax returns

Area spokesmen play major role 
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Bill to cut local tax revenue scuttled 


by BOB LAHEY 


Testimony of witnesses from 
the 


Northwest suburbs helped Tuesday to 
scuttle a bill in the Illinois House of Rep- 
resentatives that would deprive local 
governments of major tax revenues on 
new construction development. 


Alerted by State Rep. Virginia Mac- 


donald. B-Arlington Heights, municipal 
and school officials from the suburbs 
joined others in prevailing on the House 
Revenue Committee to block the bill. 


Proposed by Rep. Ralph C. Capparelli, 


D-Chicago, at the instigation of Harry 
Semrow, chairman of the Cook County 
Board of Tax Appeals, the bill would pro- 
vide abatement of taxes on new construc- 
tion during a five-year period. It would 
place taxes on new construction at 20 per 
cent of the normal amount, increasing 
the tax load by that amount each year 
until the 100 per cent level was reached. 


Advocates of the bill said it would en- 


courage developers to acquire and Im-

prove vacant land and deteriorated prop- 
erty in Chicago and eventually lead to a 
stronger tax base. 


OPPONENTS pointed out, however, 


that in growing areas such as the North- 
west suburbs and many Downstate com- 
munities, where little incentive Is needed 
for new construction, school districts and 
other governmental agencies would be 
burdened with far greater demands for 


services, without adequate additional 
revenue to pay for them. 


Among the witnesses testifying against 


the bill were Mrs. Macdonald and Rich- 
ard Bachhuber of Mount Prospect, a 
member of the High School Dist. 214 
school board. Telegrams were sent to the 
committee by Village Managers L. A. 
Hanson of Arlington Heights and Charles 
Willis of Elk Grove Village; Rolling 
Meadows City Mgr. James Watson, and 
Mayors Charles J. Zettek of Elk Grove 
Village and John G. Woods of Arlington 
Heights. 


Woods wired the committee, "The loss 


of revenue faced by municipalities, park 
districts, libraries and other units of lo- 
cal government could be disastrous." 


ABOUT 13 OR 14 witnesses appeared 


to testify against the bill, according to 
Rep. Richard A. Mugalian, D-Palatme, a 
member of the Revenue Committee. He 
said the six witnesses testifying in favor 
of the measure represented developers 
and contractors. 
A roll call vote on a motion to report 


the bill to the floor of the House stood at 
15-7 hi favor of a "do not pass" recom- 
mendation when Rep. Bernard B. Wolfe, 
D-Chicago, moved to refer it to subcom- 
mittee. 


Technically that kept the bill alive for 


further consideration, but Mugalian said, 
"I don't think it will get out of com- 
mittee." An identical bill has been in- 
troduced in the Senate, but it would also 
need to clear the House committee to 
reach passage stage on the floor of the 
House.

$125 619,000, includes a real property tax 
levy of $45 295.000, or .1955 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation, tentatively. The 
tax levy represents a reduction of almost 
$9 million from the tax levy of 1972. 


The total corporate budget has been re- 


duced $17 million from last year, but al- 
most $67 million will be saved by the 
county this year because there will be no 
county-wide elections. 


The budget was approved after subur- 


ban Republican Commissioners Floyd 
Fulle of Des Plaines and Joseph I. 
Woods suggested changes in the budgets 
of the county assessor's office and the 
state's attorney's office, respectively. 


FULLE suggested $30,000 be cut from 


the proposed budget of County Assessor 
P. J. Cullerton. The money is earmarked 
for use in establishing four suburban 
branches of Cullerton's office, one of 
which is planned for the Northwest sub- 
urban area. 


Fulle said the expenditure of the sum 


- 
$24,000 for rent and $6,000 for elec- 


tricity and electrical equipment, is un- 
necessary. He said there are 23 township 
assessor's offices throughout the county 
which could be used by Cullerton to 
serve suburban residents. 


The suburban Republican commission- 


er said he has spoken with several town- 
ship assessors in recent weeks and they

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Facility expected to be operating by 1976 
Hospital branch given state approval 


by STEVE BROWN 


State approval for the construction of a 


branch of Rush-Presbyterlan-St. Luke's 
Medical Center in Schaumburg was an- 
nounced yesterday by hospital officials. 


They said the 200-bed facility would be 


in operation by early 1976. Construction 
of the hospital, which will be on the north 
side of Schaumburg Road near Roselle 
Road, will begin in early 1975. 


Henry J. Buhrmann, administrator of 


the Schaumburg facility, made the an- 
nouncement at a press conference at the 
Sheraton-Walden Hotel. He said the med- 
ical center had received notification of 
t h e 
Illinois Department of Public 


Health's approval of the request for an 
initial operating permit Monday. 


The announcement came about six 


weeks earlier than had been expected. 
The Illinois Hospital Licensing Board 
voted in January to defer action on the 
request until the results of planning 
study being prepared for the Northwest 
Cook County Health Care Needs Study 
committee was completed. 


BUHRMANN and Archibald McKinley, 


RPSL director of communication and de- 
velopment, said they were encouraged 
by the licensing'* board's approval. 


Buhrmann said state approval of the 


project means the medical center can 
now "begin to get on with the devel- 
opment of the hospital and speed up ac- 
tivities greatly." 


Buhrmann in outlining the planning 


and construction phases for the Schaum- 
burg branch, to be known as Rush-Pres- 
b y t e r i a n-St. Luke's Medical Center- 


North, estimated the hospital should be 
in operation within 36 months. 


HE SAID a major fund raising drive to 


collect about one-third of the $12 million 
construction costs will be started in 
about three or four months. He said 
RPSL estimated $1 million of that share 
will be made by the end of this year. He 
added the construction could begin when 
the pledges are made. 


McKinley said a special fund will be 


established for contributions and the 
medical center will add two dollars to 
match each dollar donated from the com- 
munity. While the medical center feels 


that the Schaumburg facility does not 
now qualify for any federal funds, if any 
are received those would be counted to- 
wards community's share of the devel- 
opment costs, he added. 


BUHRMANN also plans to open an of- 


fice for the medical center in Schaum- 
burg in the next few weeks. 


Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atcher, 


who was not at the press conference, 
said that he was very happy to hear of 
the announcement. 


Buhrmann also said the medical center 


is considering a modular type of con- 
struction with the first phase to include 
an ambulatory care facility that would 
offer emergency treatment. 


He said if the hospital decides to go 


ahead with that plan the timetable for 
opening of that first phase would take 
about 18 months. He did not indicate 
when a decision on the modular construc- 
tion concept would be made. 


BUHRMANN also reiterated the RPSL 


position on several of aspects of the hos- 
pital which have been the center of con- 
troversy for several months. 


He said architects have assured him 


sufficient water retention could be pro- 
vided on the site to ensure none of the 
neighboring residential areas would be 
flooded. He added that the 20-acre site 
would also be more than adequate for 
any future expansion. 


Hospital critics have claimed the site 


was too small and that flooding problems 
might be increased if the hospital was 
built on that site. 


Buhrmann also said the medical costs 


of the Schaumburg facility would be 
competitive with those of other local hos- 


pitals. Services at the medical center, 
such as laundry facilities and the com- 
puter system would allow for more ef- 
ficient use of that equipment and repre- 
sent a savings to all patients. 


"We need the support of the total com- 


munity in this project, we hope that :t 
will develop here, our offices will always 
be open for those interested to devel- 
oping community support for RPSL- 
North," Buhrmann said.

Fred Jacobson (5th) said later the mat- 
ter was dropped for lack of support. Con- 
cern that the measure might also be 
used as a campaign issue in the coming 
race for five aldermanic seats also 
helped kill the measure, Waldron said 
yesterday. 


Waldron said there was concern among 


some aldermen that the raise in salary 
would become "a political football." He 
also said the campaigns so far lack any 
•erious issues and aldermen thought the 
salary matter would spark controversy. 


The measure would have boosted sala- 


ries from the current rate of $50 per 
meeting to $75 per meeting effective 
1975. State statutes require that pay 
hikes for aldermen be approved two 
years before they are Instituted. 


Aldermen last received an increase in 


salary in 1969 when pay per meeting was 
raised from $25 to $50. That raise took 
effect In 1971.

Wilke Road 
construction 
to proceed 


An agreement between the city of Roll- 


ing Meadows and Cook County has been 
reached on the continuation of construc- 
tion along New Wilke Road from Algon- 
quin Road to Golf Road. 


However, the agreement was not ap- 


proved without some controversy during 
a city council meeting Tuesday. The con- 
troversy surrounded the installation of 
traffic control devices at the inter- 
sections of New Wilke and Algonquin and 
New Wilke and Golf roads. 


Construction plans presently do not 


call for the installation of traffic control 
devices at the intersections. 


The resolution authorizing the county 


to proceed with the construction was In- 
troduced by Aid. Daniel Weber (4th), 
who said the resolution would "formalize 
the agreement between the city and the 
county 
for construction along New 


Wilke." Before the resolution was voted 
upon, however, Aid. James Huddleston 
(4th) asked what provisions had been 
made to include traffic signals at New 
Wilke and Algonquin. 


CITY Engineer James Muldowney said 


the state has not ordered'traffic lights 
for the intersection. However, the De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs 
has conducted a survey of vehicles using 
the intersection of Old Wilke and Algon- 
quin Road that shows traffic signals 
would be warranted at that corner, he 
said. 


Muldowney told the council the depart- 


ment has been in touch with him and has 
said that a recommendation to transfer 
the signals from Old Wilke and Algon- 
quin to New Wilke and Algonquin will be , 
made. But in either case, Muldowney said 
the installation would not take place for 
four to five years. 


Huddleston said he did not approve of 


that plan and asked that the city make 
an effort to convince state officials to 
move faster on the matter. "People are 
getting mangled there all the time," 
Huddleston charged. "Our own city gar- 
bage trucks are constantly having to pull 
out onto Algonquin from there to get to 
the packing station." 


ALD. Thomas Scanlan (1st) agreed 


with Huddleston, saying that "Algonquin 
Road is fastly becoming the most dan* 
gerous street in the Northwest suburbs." 


When Huddleston asked whether lights 


would be installed at New Wilke and 
Golf, Muldowney said no requests could 
be made for them because there is no 
traffic use in that area yet. Muldowney 
said the area still has no land use desig- 
nation and without that and a traffic 
study of the area, the state will not even 
consider installing traffic lights. 


Muldowney suggested that if the city 


would make a contribution to aid the cost 
of installing the devices, the state might 
consider providing the traffic lights. He 
said he planned to ask Arlington Heights 
if it would be willing to make a joint 
contribution with the city for the devices. 


Mayor Roland Meyer told Muldowney 


to pursue the matter and report to the 
streets, alleys, and utilities committee at 
its next meeting March 17. Meyer asked 
Weber, chairman of the committee, to 
then prepare a recommendation on a 
contribution for the council meeting 
March 27. 


But at least one aldermen, Merrill 


Wuerch (1st), still was not satisfied with 
the arrangement when a vote was finally

State approve) for the construction of a 


branch of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's 
Medical Center in Schaumburg was an- 
nounced yesterday by hospital officials. 


They said the 200-bed facility would be 


in operation by early 1976. Construction 
of the hospital, which will be on the north 
side of Schaumburg Road near Roselte 
Road, will begin in earty 1975. 


Henry J. Buhrmann, administrator of 


the Schaumburg facility, made the an- 
nouncement at a press conference at the 
Sheraton-Walden Hotel. He said the med- 
ical center had received notification of 
t h e Illinois Department of Public 
Health's approval of the request for an 
initial operating permit Monday. 


The announcement came about six 


weeks earlier than had been expected. 
The Illinois Hospital Licensing Board 
voted in January to defer action on the 
request until the results of planning 
study being prepared for the Northwest 
Cook County Health Care Needs Study 
committee was completed. 


Bl/HRMANN and Archibald McKinley, 


RPSL director of communication and de- 
velopment, said they were encouraged 
by the licensing's board's approval. 


Buhrmann said state approval of the 


project means the medical center can 
r.?w "begin to get on with the devel- 
opment of the hospital and speed up ac- 
tivities greatly." 


Buhrmann in outlining the planning 


and construction phases for the Schaum- 
burg branch, to be known as Rush-Pres- 
b y t e r i a n-St. Luke's Medical Center- 
North, estimated the hospital should be 
in operation within 36 months. 


HE SAID a major fund raising drive to 


collect about one-third of the $12 million 
construction costs will be started in 
about three or four months. He said 
RPSL estimated $1 million of that share 
will be made by the end of this year.

McKinley said a special fund will be

Hospital permit decision 
came earlier than expected

Some confusion has arisen over action 


by the Illinois Hospital Licensing Board 
approving Rush-Presbyterian St. Luke's 
Medical Center's request to build in 
Schaumburg. 


Some persons present in January when 


the licensing board held its hearing on 
the request now wonder why a final deci- 
sion did not come until mid-March when 
it was expected. 


Robert F. Bilsteln, an official in the 


state department of public health and a 
spokesman for the board said yesterday 
that the board received several com* 
mittee reports after its Jan, 10 meeting. 
They were polled by letter on their re- 
commendations for approving the RPSL 
request, be saio, adding the board did 
not meet after the January session. 


Bilstein said the application was signed 


by Dr. Joyce Lashof, the newly-appoint- 
ed director of the public health depart- 
ment. Dr. Lashof replaced Dr. Franklin 
Yoder. She was formerly the chairman 
of the department of preventive medicine 
for Rush Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medi- 
cal Center and has retained her position 
on the faculty of the RPSL's Rush Medi- 
cal College. 


BILSTEIN SAID the procedure used to 


approve the operating permit applica- 
tion is not used too frequently, adding 
this situation was somewhat unusual. 


The board had deferred action in 


January so that they could study a re- 
port prepared for the Northwest Cook 
County Health Needs Study committee 
on the hospital needs tor this area. 


Bilstein said the study was considered 


by the board before the recommendation 
was made. 


Bilstein would not comment on wheth- 


er or not the board had met the require- 
ments of the state's open meetings law in 
approving the recommendation. The law 
requires that all action taken by public 
board be taken during an open ses- 
sion. The law also states that the public 
should be notified of the meeting in ad- 
vance. 


MRS. CAROL JOHNSON, who has op- 


posed the Schaumburg Road site, said 
yesterday that she was shocked and dis- 
appointed over the decision of the licens- 
ing board. 


"I thought the matter would be dis- 


cussed again in April and that we had 60 
days to file objections to the plans," she 
said. 


Mrs. Johnson did not know what fur- 


ther action would be taken at this time. 
She is a candidate for the Schaumburg 
Village Board, heads the Timbercrest 
Homeowners Association's hospital study 
committee. 


RICHARD REGAN, chairman of the 


Hoffman Estates Plan Commission and a 
member of the Northwest Cook County 
Health Needs Study Committee, said he 
was also under the impression the board 
should wait until April to take action on 
the request. 


"I suppose it knocks all the planning 


into a cocked hat," Regan said, adding 
he interpreted the board's action as an 
indication they were not Interested in 
health planning studies. 


Regan said the decision to grant the 


application request smacks of favoritism. 


George Hendrix, chairman of the li- 


censing board could not be reached for 
comment Robert Franz, mayor of 
Roselle and a member of the NCCHNSE 
waa also unavailable yesterday. 


that the Schaumburg facility does not 
now qualify for any federal funds, if any 
are received those would be counted to- 
wards community's share of the devel- 
opment costs, he added. 


BUHRMANN also plans to open an of- 


fice for the medical center in Schaum- 
burg in the next few weeks. 


Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atcher, 


who was not at the press conference, 
said that he was very happy to near of 
the announcement. 


Buhrmann also said the medical center 


is considering a modular type of con- 
struction with the first phase to include 
an ambulatory care facility that would 
offer emergency treatment. 


He said if the hospital decides to go 


ahead with that plan the timetable for 
opening of that first phase would take 
about 18 months. He did not indicate 
when a decision on the modular construc- 
tion concept would be made. 


BUHRMANN also reiterated the RPSL 


position on several of aspects of the hos- 
pital which have been the center of con- 
troversy for several months. 


He said architects have assured him 


sufficient water retention could be pro- 
vided on the site to ensure none of the 
neighboring residential areas would be 
flooded. He added that the 20-acre site 
would also be more than adequate for 
any future expansion. 


Hospital critics have claimed the site 


was too small and that flooding problems 
might be increased if the hospital was 
built on that site. 


Buhrmann also said the medical costs

Patronage was raised as an Issue 


Tuesday when Hoffman Estates village 
candidates confronted each other at a 
meeting of the Winston Knolls Home- 
owners Association. 


An estimated 100 persons attended the 


meeting, mostly from the Winston Knolls 
subdivision. They heard the first public 
debate by mayoral candidates Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Hayter, 
Incumbent Republican 


trustee, 
and Frederick Downey, in- 


cumbent president and head of the Civic 
Party (CP) slate, on the patronage ques- 
tion. 


Downey repeated his earlier charge." 


that the GOP had voted In a July meet- 
ing to place a condition on candidates it 
slated that they would appoint or employ 
persons in the village recommended by 
the party. 


"That's the reason I got out — because 


they tried to tell me what to do," said 
Downey, who first was elected as a Re- 
publican. He btso claimed the party was 
not running a slate In the Village of 
Schaumburg because "they've got their 
hands full with me." 


HE PREDICTED the party would end 


its involvement in village politics after 
he defeats them in this year's election, 
saying "This is their swan song and I'm 
happy to be the one that's going to give 
it to them." 


Mrs. Hayter and other GOP candidates 


denied Downey's charges about the July 
meeting, and predicted they would be ac- 
tive in the village a long time, always 
available to the public. 


In July, said Mrs. Hayter, the other 


Republicans asked why vacancies were 
remaining unfilled on village commis- 
sions. Downey said he had few candidates 
with which to fill them. Mrs. Hayter 
said. The party merely offered to solicit 
interested persons as candidates for 
those posts and to nominate them, she 
said. 


"There Is no patronage, there never 


will be patronage in the village, and you 


know it," Mrs. Hayter told Downey. 


MRS. HELEN WOZNIAK, GOP clerk 


candidate, also said patronage had not 
been involved in her appointment to the 
village zoning board or as deputy village 
clerk, because her party affiliation was 
not even known when the appointments 
were made. She also noted Downey had 
been mayor in both instances. 


William Stukas, CP trustee candidate 


and also village prosecutor, supported 
Downey's charge saying he had been told 
by a prominent Republican his prose- 
cutor's position was endangered by his 
candidacy. He declined to name the in- 
formant. 


In the course of the candidates night, 


each party slate was introduced by its 
m a y o r a l candidate, listed platform 
p o i n t s . Independent candidates in- 
troduced themselves and told their rea- 
sons for running. The only candidate not 
present was Sheldon Galanter, indepen- 
dent running for trustee. 


IN A QUESTION-and-answer period, 


the audience queried the two parties on 
the status of settlement negotiations over 
the Howie-in-the-Hills subdivision, adja- 
cent to Winston Knolls; the future of the 
acreage owned by Chicago Alderman 
Thomas Keane and other Chicago Demo- 
crats, also close to Winston Knolls; fu- 
ture water supplies for Winstpn Knolls; 
fire protection for the subdivision and the 
need for a professional planner in the vil- 
lage. 


Candidates running on the Republican 


slate with Mrs. Hayter are incumbent 
Bruce Lind, Rapb Lyerla and Melvin 
Timmons, all for trustee, and Mrs. Woz- 
niak. Others on the Civic Party slate are 
Stukas, Charles Loveisky and Lee Dod- 
gion, all for trustee, and Mrs. Patricia 
Fanella for clerk.

Centex rezone 
bid decision 
due in month 


A recommendation from the Cook 


County Zoning Board of Appeals on a 
Centex Homes Corp. request for rezoning 
of 339 acres in Barrington Township Is 
expected in about a month. Zoning Board 
Chairman Alex Seith said last week at 
the conclusion of the controversial public 
hearing. 


The property Centex proposes for its 


Winston Lakes development of single 
family homes and condominiums lies in 
two parcels. The north parcel of 105 
acres lies north of Penny Road and just 
east of Bartlett Road; the south ?34 
acres is bounded by Mundhank Road on 
the south and Bartlett Road on the east. 


Centex, amid heated objections from 


area residents, asked for zoning for 678 
single family homes on one-quarter acre 
lots. 320 two-story condominium town- 
houses, and 328 two-story condominium 
garden homes. All of the land is pre- 
sently zoned for five-acre lots. 


THE PLANNED unit development with 


a total 1.326 dwelling units would have a 
density ranging from 2.5 units per acre 
to 4.5 unit* per acre. Objectors from ad- 
jacent South Barrington and Barrington 
based their case on the adverse effect 
the development would have on their 
property. 


J. William Braithwalte, Barrington vil- 


lage attorney and representative of the 
Barrington Area Council of Goverrknents 
also cited what may be an invalid permit 
for a sewage treatment plant Centex 
needs for the development. 


B A C 0 G ' s recently adopted com- 


prehensive plan, which sets aside the 
land in question for multi-acre zoning, 
was also used to strengthen the objec- 
tor's case The comprehensive plan sug- 
gests two-acre zoning as appropriate and 
the best use of the Centex land. 


Hoffman Estates Atty. Edward Hofert 


appeared at the first session of the two- 
part hearing and was granted 14 days 
after the conclusion of the proceedings to 
file objections. 


The village is within 14 miles of the 


Centex property and legally entitled to 
formally object to any proposed rezoning 
of land. Hofert has not indicated that the 
village will object.

candidate arrived at the district office at 
3:30 a.m., waiting in the car until the 
doors opened. 


Although it is not a law, it is common 


practice of most area school districts to 
place candidates' names on the ballots In 
the order they file for election. Yester- 
day was the first day candidates could 
file for elections in Illinois school dis- 
tricts, including Dists. 26, 23, 57, 59 and 
21. 


In Dist. 26, incumbent William Haase 


will be the first on the ballot for the two 
three-year terms that expire in April. He 
will be followed by Rhetta Baum, in- 
cumbent Michael Sheyker and Dr. Alex 
Ronnett. All are Mount Prospect resi- 
dents. Haase and Sheyker have been en- 
dorsed by the Dist. 26 caucus. 


FOR THE one-year term in Dist. 26, 


Incumbent Sylvia Lurie will be first on 
the ballot, followed by Rotnrt Blomquist. 
Both live in Mount Prosp^.t. Blomquist 
has been endorsed by the caucus. 


Haase, Sheyker and Mrs. Lurie were 


appointed to the board last year to fill 
vacancies of board members who resign- 
ed. 


In Dist. 23, three candidates have filed 


for two three-year terms. Sally Okuno of 
Prospect Heights will be first on the bal- 
lot, followed by Incumbent Alan Krinsky 
of Arlington Heights and John Moss Jr. 
of Prospect Heights. 


Mrs. Okuno, who announced she was 


running for the board last Tuesday, is 
seeking election because "It's a way I 
can do something. I think with all the 
building going on, our district will be fac- 
ing a lot of growth. I feel it would be 
very interesting to be on the board." She 
is currently president of the John Muir 
School PTA. 


IN WHEELING Dist. 21, Ken Rodeck 


of Wheeling will be first on the ballot for 
the three three-year terms. He will be 
followed by Steve Greenburg of Arlington 
Heights, incumbent Edwin Smith of Buf- 
falo Grove and Frank Sacco of Wheeling. 


Although the four men sought caucus 


endorsement, only Greenburg and Smith 
have been endorsed. Smith has been on 
the board for the last six years. 


In Mount Prospect Dist. 57, three can- 


didates filed for the three three-year 
terms. They are, in order on the ballot, 
David J. Kluxdal, incumbent Peter Ole- 
son and Martha Rotelli. 


All the candidates have been endorsed 


by the Dist, 57 caucus. Olesen was ap- 
pointed to the board last year to fill a 
vacancy. 


IN ELK GROVE Township Dist. 59, 


candidates agreed to draw ballots yester- 
day to decide who would file first. The 
candidates, in order of appearance on 
the ballot, will be Emil Bahnmaier of 
Mount Prospect, incumbent Judy Zanca 
of Des Plaines and Charles Knaup of Elk 
Grove Village. 


The three said they will support each 


other in the race, but are not running as 
a slate. Other incumbents Sharrie Hil- 
debrandt and Board Pres. Harry Peter- 
son have not yet decided if they will run 
again. 


Candidates have until March 23 to file 


nominating petitions. Petitions must car- 
ry a minimum of SO signatures of resi- 
dent'In the district.

Candidates have camping jamboree

When Tonl Byrne walked up to the 


door of the River Trails Dist. 26 adminis- 
tration office Wednesday morning, her 
first thought was, "You've 'got to be kid- 
ding. It's too cold for this kind of silli- 
ness." 


The "silliness" Mrs. Byrne was referr- 


ing to was the sight of three prospective 
school board candidates camped out in 
front of the office — board incumbent 
Bill Haase reclining on a lawn chair with 
a blanket, incumbent Sylvia Lurie with 
her Labrador Retriever and Rhetta 
Baum in a sleeping bag, trying to keep 
warm with coffee and cake. 


ALL THREE HAD arrived at various 


times to make sure they got their peti- 
tions for the April 14 school board elec- 
tion filed first. It is common practice 
that the first candidate to file his petition 
for candidacy automatically has his 
name placed first on the ballot. 


Haase was the earliest of the early 


birds. He planted his lawn chair in front 
of the office at 10 p.m. the night before. 
"I started out in the lawn chair and then 
returned to the car about 2 a.m," he 
said. "My wife brought me coffee about 
midnight." 


Was it cold sitting in the chair? "It 


was extremely damp," Haase said mat- 
ter-of-factly. 


MRS. LURIE arrived about 4 a.m. 


"My husband objected to my staying out 
there alone," she explained. "But we 


have a 90-pound black Labrador, so I 
took him out there with me. When I got 
out there and saw Bill Haase, we greeted 
each other with open arms. We were so 
glad to see each other," she said. 


"She and I and the dog (whom Haase 


described as looking more like 83,000 
than 90 pounds) shared each other's com- 
pany until 6:30 a.m.," Haase said. 


Mrs. Baum, who earlier had called the 


Herald to alert reporters to the fact that 
she would be camping out arrived about 
6:30 a.m. Her husband; Dave, the host of 


a talk show on WIND radio, arrived a 
little earlier to scout around. When Mrs. 
Baum walked up and saw Haase and 
Lurie, she was "very surprised," she 
said. "It was funny because we were all 
at the River Trails open house the night 
before and nobody said a word to any- 
body," Mrs. Baum said. 


"They really popped my balloon. I told 


Bill, 'Look at all the free publicity you 
got from me,' " said Mrs. Baum. 


AS IT TURNED OUT, Haase filed first 


for one of the two three-year terms. Mrs. 


Baum was second. Mrs. Lurie got the first 
spot on the ballot for the one-year term. 


What possessed the candidates to make 


the unusual nocturnal vigil? 


"It was not only for the first spot, I 


think," Haase said. "I think it probably 
was a means of demonstrating my inter- 
est in the position." 


"I feel I have an uphill battle because 


I haven't been endorsed," Mrs. Lurie ex- 
plained. "And I think since I'm not being 
endorsed it would be a mistake not to be 
first on the ballot."

commune? Not at all. It's the promotion 
for a new biblical musical called "Life," 
now being produced by 67 youngsters 
from 15 churches in the Mount Prospect 
area.

group called The Young World In Iowa 
several years ago, "Life" dramatizes the 
life of Christ in contemporary language 
and song.

Of values. Of choices. Of consequences.

When she told her friends what the show 
was like, the group decided to plan a 
similar production themselves. 


"I sent out letters to the IS churches in 


the area and we held a meeting in 
January," Nancy said. "We only ex- 
pected about 20 kids, but 45 snowed up." 


The only requirement to join the musi- 


cal group was that a person "be a Chris- 
tian and have a desire to spread Chris- 
tianity," Nancy said. There were no sing- 
ing tryouts or acting credentials re- 
quired. "We just felt we shouldn't try to 
be good to spread a belief. We wanted to 
convince through people," she said. 


Ironically, the group decided not to 


produce "Life" first, but rather "Tell It 
Like It Is," a folk musical of a similar 
nature. 


St. Mark Lutheran Church loaned the 


group $75 to buy copies of the musical 
score. Nancy asked Ann Carpenter, a 
youth worker at St. Mark's, to be the 
group's sponsor. Practice sessions were 
held twice a week on Monday and Satur- 
day evenings. 


THE GROUP practiced from January 


until May to get the production letter- 
perfect, then went to churches through- 
out the area to perform it. "It went over 
so well we performed it about 10 times,"

Superintendent, enrollment top issues 


Selection of a new superintendent, 


declining enrollment and the possibility 
of switching to a unit school district are 
the areas that candidates endorsed by 
the Mount Prospect Dist. 57 General 
Caucus feel will be of most concern to 
the school board next year. 


The three candidates, incumbent Peter 


Olesen, David Kluxdal and Martha Ro- 
telli, expressed their views prior to vot- 
ing by the caucus Tuesday night. 


"The first and most important problem 


that's going to face the board for many 
years is selecting a man to replace Dr. 
(Richard) Percy," said Olesen. He said 
he didn't think it was necessary for the 
board to hue an outside consultant to 
find a new superintendent. "I feel the 
board is closer to the pulse of the com- 
munity and the needs of the community, 
and therefore is in a better position to 
make a decision," he said. 


KLUXDAL WAS noncommittal about 


the hiring of an outside consultant. "I 
don't feel that I personally am qualified 
to pick a new superintendent," he said. 


"I don't know about the qualifications of 
the other board members. If we have 
someone who is particularly talented in 
that area, I think it would be a mistake 
to hire an outside consultant." 
• Mrs. Rotelli said she thought the hiring 
of the new superintendent was something 
that could be done by the school board. 
"Hiring a superintendent today is more 
than just hiring an educational back- 
ground," she said. 


Olesen and Mrs. Rotelli said the ques- 


tion of whether a school should be closed 
in the coming year would have to be 
studied from all angles before a decision 
is made. "Before such a drastic measure 
is employed, I feel an extensive study of 
the area should be made," Mrs. Rotelli 
explained. 


ON THE QUESTION of <iual versus 


unit districts, Olesen said he had formed 
a tentative opinion on the question."But 
to say I would vote yes or no, I don't 


know that yet," he said. "Should a unit 
district provide our children witt> equal 
or superior education, I could thon lean 
in favor of it. Until that time, I would 
have to take a skeptic's viewpoint," said 
Olesen. 


Mrs. Rotelli said simply that her 


primary goal as a board member would 
always be "quality education with a well- 
balanced program that will meet the 
needs of all the students." 


One other problem mentioned by Klux- 


dal, but not by the other two candidates, 
was that of lack of board credibility. "I 
think this lack of credibility has contrib- 
uted to some of the problems in negotia- 
tions with the teachers and to some of 
the second-guessing of the board in mak- 
ing decisions," Kluxdal said.

Bill to cut local tax revenue scuttled

Testimony

Northwest suburb* helped Tuesday to 
scuttle a bill In the Illinois House of Rep- 
resentatives that would deprive local 
governments of major tax revenues on 
new construction development. 


Alerted by State Rep. Virginia Mac- 


donald. R-Arlington Heights, municipal 
and school officials from the suburbs 
joined others in prevailing on the House 
Revenue Committee to block the bill. 


Proposed by Rep. Ralph C. Capparelll, 


D-Chicago. at the instigation of Harry 
Semrow, chairman of the Cook County 
Board of Tax Appeals, the bill would pro- 
vide abatement of taxes on new construe- 
tlon during a five-year period. It would 
place taxes on new construction at 20 per 
cent of the normal amount, increasing 
the tax load by that amount each year 
until the 100 per cent level was reached. 


Advocates of the bill said it would en- 


courage developers to acquire and Im-

prove vacant land and deteriorated prop- 
erty in Chicago and eventually lead to a 
stronger tax base. 


OPPONENTS pointed out, however, 


that in growing areas such as the North- 
west suburbs and many Downstate com- 
munities, where little incentive is needed 
for new construction, school districts and 
other governmental agencies would be 
burdened with far greater demands for 


services, without adequate additional 
revenue to pay for them. 


Among the witnesses testifying against 


the bill were Mrs. Macdonald and Rich- 
ard Bachhuber of Mount Prospect, a 
member of the High School Dist. 214 
school board. Telegrams were sent to the 
committee by Village Managers L. A. 
Hanson of Arlington Heights and Charles 
Willis of Elk Grove Village; Rolling

$25.9 million set for forest preserve district 
County board OKs $125.6 million budget 


The Cook County board yesterday ap- 


proved the $125.6 million county corpo- 
rate budget for 1973 after defeating two 
amendments proposed by suburban com- 
missioners. 


The members of the board, sitting as 


the county forest preserve board, also 
approved a 1973 budget of $25.9 million 
for forest preserve district at the meet- 
ing. 


The county operating budget, totaling 


$125.619.000. includes a real property tax 
levy of $45.295.000, or .1955 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation, tentatively. The 
tox levy represents a reduction of almost 
$i million from the tax levy of 1972. 


The total corporate budget has been re- 


duced $1.7 million from last year, but al- 
most $6.7 million will be saved by the 
county this year because there will be no 
county-wide elections. 


The budget was approved after subur- 


ban Republican Commissioners Floyd 
Fulle of Des Plaines and Joseph I. 
Woods suggested changes in the budgets 
of the county assessor's office and the 
state's attorney's office, respectively. 


FULLE suggested $30,000 be cut from 


the proposed budget of County Assessor 
P. J. Cullerton. The money is earmarked 
for use in establishing four suburban 
branches of Cullerton's office, one of 
which is planned for the Northwest sub- 
urban area. 


Fulle said the expenditure of the sum 


- 
$24,000 for rent and $6,000 for elec- 


tricity and electrical equipment, is un- 
necessary. He said there are 23 township 
assessor's offices throughout the county 
which could be used by Cullerton to 
serve suburban residents. 


The suburban Republican commission- 


er said he has spoken with several town- 
ship assessors in recent weeks and they

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Facility expected to be operating by 1976 
Hospital branch given state approval 


by STEVE BROWN 


State approval for the conatructton of a 


branch of Rush-Prwbytarian-St. Luke's 
Medical Center in Sohauntburg was an- 
nounced yesterday by hospital officials. 


They said the 300-bed facility would be 


in operation by early 1076. Construction 
of the hospital, which will be on the north 
side of Schaumburg Road near Roselle 
Road, will begin in early 1975. 


Henry J. Buhrmann, administrator of 


the Schaumburg facility, made the an- 
nouncement at a press conference at the 
Shcraton-Walden Hotel. He said the med- 
ical center had received notification of 
t h e Illinois Department 
of Public 


Health's approval of the request for an 
Initial operating permit Monday. 


The announcement came about six 


weeks earlier than had been expected. 
The Illinois Hospital Licensing Board 
voted in January to defer action on the 
request until the results of planning 
study being prepared for the Northwest 
Cook County Health Care Needs Study 
committee was completed. 


BUHRMANN and Archibald McKinley, 


RPSL director of communication and de- 
velopment, said they were encouraged 
by the licensing'* board's approval. 


Buhrmann said state approval of the 


project means the medical center can 
now "begin to get on with the devel- 
opment of the hospital and speed up ac- 
tivities greatly." 


Buhrmann in outlining the planning 


and construction phases for the Schaum- 
burg branch, to be known as Rusb-Pres- 
b y t e r i a n-St. Luke's Medical Center- 


North, estimated the hospital should be 
in operation within 36 months. 


HE SAID a major fund raising drive to 


collect about one-third of the $12 million 
construction costs will be started in 
about three or four months. He said 
RPSL estimated $1 million of that share 
will be made by the end of this year. He 
added the construction could begin when 
the pledges are made. 


McKinley said a special fund will be 


established for contributions and the 
medical center will add two dollars to 
match each dollar donated from the com- 
munity. While the medical center feels 


that the Schaumburg facility does not 
now qualify for any federal funds, if any 
are received those would be counted to- 
wards community's share oft the devel- 
opment costs, he added. 
' 


BUHRMANN also plans to open an of- 


fice for the medical center in Schaum- 
burg in the next few weeks. 


Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atcher, 


who was not at the press conference, 
said that he was very happy to hear of 
the announcement. 


Buhrmann also said the medical center 


is considering a modular type of con- 
struction with the first phase to include 
an ambulatory care facility that would 
offer emergency treatment. 


He said if the hospital decides to go 


ahead with that plan the timetable for 
opening of that first phase would take 
about 18 months. He did not indicate 
when a decision on the modular construc- 
tion concept would be made. 


BUHRMANN also reiterated the RPSL 


position on several of aspects of the hos- 
pital which have been the center of con- 
troversy for several months. 


He said architects have assured him 


sufficient water retention could be pro- 
vided on the site to ensure none of the 
neighboring residential areas would be 
Hooded. He added that the 20-acre site 
would also be more than adequate for 
any future expansion. 


Hospital critics have claimed the site 


was too small and that flooding problems 
might be increased if the hospital was 
built on that site. 


Buhrmann also said the medical costs 


of the Schaumburg facility would be 
competitive with those of other local hos- 


pitals. Services at the medical center, 
such as laundry facilities and the com- 
puter system would allow for more ef- 
ficient use of that equipment and repre- 
sent a savings to all patients. 


"We need the support of the total com- 


munity in this project,* we hope that it 
will develop here, our offices will always 
be open for those interested in devel- 
oping community support for RPSL- 
North," Buhrmann said. 


Hospital OK earlier than expected

Some confusion has arisen over action 


by the Illinois Hospital Licensing Board 
approving Rush-Presbyterian St. Luke's 
Medical Center's request to build in 
Schaumburg. 


Some persons present In January when 


the licensing board held its bearing on 
the request now wonder why a final deci- 
sion did not come until mid-March when 
it was expected. 


Robert F. Bttstein. an official in the 


state department of public health and a 
spokesman for the board said yesterday 
that UM board received several com- 
mittee report* after ita Jan. 10 meeting. 
They were polled by letter on their re- 
commendations for approving the RPSL 
request, he said, adding the board did 
not meet after the January session. 


Bilstein said the application was signed 


by Dr. Joyce Lashof, the newly-appoint- 
ed director of the public health depart- 
ment. Dr. Lashof replaced Dr. Franklin 
Yoder. She was formerly the chairman 
of the department of preventive medicine 
for Rush Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medi- 
cal Center and has retained her position 
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on the faculty of the RPSL's Rush Medi- 
cal College. 


BILSTEIN SAID the procedure used to 


approve the operating permit applica- 
tion is not used too frequently, adding 
this situation was somewhat unusual. 


The board bad deferred action in 


January so that they could study a re- 
port prepared for the Northwest Cook 
County Health Needs Study committee 
on the hospital needs for this area. 


Bilstein said the study was considered 


by the board before the recommendation 
was made. 


BUctein would not comment on wheth- 


er or not the board had met the require- 
ments of the state's open meetings law in 
approving the recommendation. The law 
requires that all action taken by public 
board be taken during an open ses- 
sion. The law also states that the public 
should be notified of the meeting in ad- 
vance. 


MRS. 
CAROL JOHNSON, who has op- 


posed the Schaumburg Road site, said 
yesterday that she was shocked and dis- 
appointed over the decision of the licens- 
ing board. 


"I thought the matter would be dis- 


cussed again in April and that we had 60 
days to file objections to the plans," she 
said. 


Mrs. Johnson did not know what fur- 


ther action would be taken at this time. 
She is a candidate for the Schaumburg 
Village Board, heads the Timbercrest 
Homeowners Association's hospital study 
committee. 


RICHARD REGAN, chairman of the 


Hoffman Estates Plan Commission and a 
member of the Northwest Cook County 
Health Needs Study Committee, said be 
was also under the impression the board 
should wait until April to take action on 
the request.

Schools cooperate in unit study 


Local school officials will be working 


together in the next few months com- 
piling enrollment projections and infor- 
mation on buildings, curriculum and oth- 
er issues as part of the High School Dist 
214 study of school organization. 


The officials of six local elementary 


school districts agreed Tuesday to coop- 
erate with Dist. 214 in compiling data for 
the study, which has been started in re- 
sponse to a study on forming unit school 
districts in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. 


However, the officials backed away 


from forming an official "steering com- 
mittee" for the study because, as Arling- 
ton Heights Dist. 25 Supt. Donald Strong 
said, "The word steering has other impli- 
cations than words like liaison or cooper- 
ation." 


The Dist. 214 project has been designed 


to study possible changes in organization 
that would affect the high school district 
and its seven elementary districts. The 
study, Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert 
said, "is not a feasibility study on the 
formation of a unit school district. It will 
produce data, but any decision would be 
made by the boards, individually or col- 
lectively." 


A UNIT district study is under way in 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 on the feasi- 
bility of forming a unit district in that 
area. A unit district places an schools 
under a single board and administration. 
The area is presently organized Into dual 


districts, 
with elementary and high 


schools administered separately. 


Officials from the elementary districts 


agreed with Dist. 214 officials that the 
Dist. 214 study is necessary to provide 
ammunition with which the boards can 
fight a unit district move in Dist. 59 if 
that would harm other school districts. 


In addition, Supt. Edward Grodsky of 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 said other pos- 
sible kinds of reorganization may be sug- 
gested by the study. Grodsky, whose dis- 
trict is the smallest in the area, said, 


"We may find that consolidation for 
some of the smaller elementary districts 
may come out of this." 


Plans for the study say that informa- 


tion will be gathered in 10 areas in- 
cluding population, enrollment, facilities, 
staffing, curriculum, finance, trans- 
portation, legal, community and govern- 
mental relations and administrative or- 
ganization. Some of the areas will be 
studied by school district employes and 
others will require citizen's committees 
working with paid consultants, according 


to William Reid, Dist. 214 coordinator of 
research and testing. 


THE STATE has indicated it will pro- 


vide $3,500 for the study, Reid said, and 
an application for funding has been sent 
to the National Institute of Education, 
part of the U.S. Office of Education. 


Deadline for completion of the study U 


March, 1974. The study in Dist. 59 was 
originally scheduled for completion tills 
week, but will probably be postponed un- 
til May 1.

The 20 per cent members have pledged 


an additional 860 pints.

Dead girls' mother 
still 'critical'
